On rite summit and at the east etui of one of the little ridges of 
this tiiblchind, 093 feet above the sea, commanding n most extensive 
view, the group is situated, and according to the large-scale Ordnance 
map the position is known as Whiicastle Hill, Lhe mime being printed 
close to the group, ns if derived from it. 

1 lia.l Been these works in a brief visit long ago, but, ilmir fine 
preservation having recently attracted the attention of Miss Watson 
of Htwwfndm wbnrti. f was invited to go to them again last duly, 
and, uftcr a preliminary inspection, it was arranged by her tlmt we 
should return with Mr Ultimas Ross, and allow sufficient time fur 
him to survey the group. The result is the plan (%. 1), hy help 
of which, with the flections, 1 trust that my description will lie easily 
followed. 

The group consists of live separate works, placed somewhat i« two 
divisions, ouc of thorn with iS rectangular and two curvilinear enclosures.

Its 
form is oblong, with rounded ends and sides *o slightly turved as to be 
nearly straight i and the long axk is directed towards the north. The 
dimensions over all are 180 by 155 foot, and Interiorly, from crest to 
crest of the rampart, 105 by fib feat The foirtiiieaticnis, well preserved 
except to the east, tstmsipi of two romparte with an intervening trench, 
and are wider and strongor mi the south and west than utk th« north and 
south, probably because cm the latter sides the ground falls away and 
renders them more strong by nature.

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Separated from the south side of the rectangle, and parallel with it, 
a mound, 70 feet tong, encraudiing at its west end deeply into the 
ruined fortifications of the main fort, turn* by a right angle at its east 
end, and runs southward for a short distance. This may be the 
remains of another rectangular enclosure. Within the main fort, and 
shout 40 feet from its iuist end, another straight mound in a rather 
fragmentary condition runs across the interior, For about iQ fen I it is 
fairly continuous, and if complete would be 130 feet long. 

Second Division. 

Circular ihtfirorfu —Tins is situated about ISO feet east "f the main fort 
and 40 feet south-east of the oblong wort; or, reckoning from their inner 
ramparts, 220 and IttO feet respectively. It I* ownmamled by the main 
fort, but, abort as the distance is from the oblong work, the one is barely 
visible from the other, owing to their being on opposite sides of die 
ridge. Tiie shape is irregularly circular, the north-west side being nearly 
straight. The diameter over ail is 150 feet, and internally, from crest 
to crest, 95 feet. The da fences closely resemble those of the oblong 
outwork, and need not lie separately desc rilied. Th e on trailer is 
towards the uorth-enst, and is 5 or 6 feet wide. 

Ihrtangiilae Encloeure. —Almost in contact with the la at on its south¬ 
west side is a small rectangle enclosed by a mound, but without a trench. 
It measures about 07 by 00 feet ever all, and 55 by 50 from crest to 
crest of the mound, which 3 to 5 l*'Vi high. 

Remark#, 

All the structures have the up[*arance of being earthworks, and I 
noticed very few atones cm the ground, except those furnaiug a small 
cairn at the top. lint “ W hi toastie," the sum of the hill, suggests that 
the main fort, nt least, may have been really a stone fort, just as we 
find “ White” applied in the cose of “the White ('alortliun,” A very 
slight excavation would probably determine this. 

The three curvilinear works are evidently of a defensive character.

But the reetilinear worka, with their alight proportions ami want "t‘ 
trenehcdj seem to have been intended for indefensible enclosures, though 
fur wh.it precise ptiqiOM does not apjtcar. The .ibsi-nce ■ f ■ nr ranees 
wmitd hphe 1 1 in disqualify cI ie- im from being nettle kraals; ami even if 
cattle ware gut fra to them, the enclosing mounds <hj not seem sufficient 
to keep them there. Possibly they, and the straight mound near the 
cast end of the interior of the mam fort, may havu hail to do with the 
gardens or cultivated, enclosure* -if u uroft or summer shieling, which 
xaiay have existed hers in coiiifwirativaly recent times. Certain it is 
that the rectangles were posterior in date to the main fort, as the 
lirijn qj.iL n[ie, and the fragment probably of another* encroach on the 
end of the fort and slantl upon the ruin* of its rsmi£HLrt mu] trench.

The Pittoilrie Cist —Borne ten years ago the two cover-stone* of A ciat 
were exposed through o tree having been bluwu over in the woods 
imtnedbiely ei|piinug PiLtodric House, at the foot of Betmclue, Aber¬ 
deenshire. The msl was placed on a siillEL ridge steeper on the weatem 
than on the eastern dd% running in a northerly and southerly direction ; 
ami elm cist, if anything! was a little to the west of the summit There 
are no signs ««f a cairn ever having been erected nver tin* grave, which 
must have had only eight or lets inches of soil alxive the cover-slnn^ 
before the tree grew over it. The exact spot where the cist was found 
I* in the parish of Dyne, and he-i ilirectly northeast of Pittodrie 
mnn hSQ ii-hfiaih*^ about 103 ynrdfi due west of th' L i]wtdliiLg-IiQU4fc on the 
home fanii. The grftYii was crpoasl towards the end of the year, h nl 
it was nut till tlL^ following spring that it was opened and examined. 
When lIji- enver-stonea were lifted, the cist wa.i bi-kh I" li» nearly \uU 
of water which haul uueiiniulcitod since its first exposure. After the Woter 
was hnled out Lhe grave wa* found to In': half full of soil An urn was 
found standing uptight near the north-wosi cottier of the cist under the 
smaller eovi'r-Jst«mt T tool it was removed complete. While clearing the Emil 
om of the chamber another iirti was discovered nenr the centre of the 
gravLtj lmt p as it was covered with earth, tt wji.*? iinfi-rtunaieU broken by 
the e|Mwli' before its presence wae noticed. So other relics of man 
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were oWred, ami, after the cist had i>een emptied, the rover-straws 
were replaced in their original positions and the grave was covered up, 
ticorge Smith, of I’itfcodrie, the proprietor of the ground, having 
kindly granted me penwadon to re-oxAmino the cist, l visited the site 
on 3rd January of this year, nod find the cover-stones slightly raised. 
Owing to the soutli wall of the cist haring collapsed, either when the 
tree was overturned or when the cist was first opened, and the opposite 
wall showing signs of giving way, 1 did not cure to raise the stone 
further, for fear of destroying the structure altogether. I was thus 
unable to get tire exact meaaumuent* of the different stone* of which 
tire cast load <em built, hat had In be content with asostrtelniug the 
orientation, imd length, breadth, and depth of the chamber.

The striking feature of the two bnrLiln in the finding of two drinking- 
mp urns in each of the .craves, Crt-ses of a plurality of dr in king-cup 
unis being found in n single grave are not common, either in Scotland 
or in England. Of the twenty four burials containing drinking^up 
urns excavated Ly €unnn Green well, only two contained more than une 
drinking-cup urn. hi one of the graves In a liamw at Hudatnnd, Eust 
Riding, Yorkshire, 3 three drinking cup urns and several skeletons wnre 
foumi, but the various interments had hem made at di[ft-rent times. In 
the parish of Goodmanhftiiu East Rfdinfe* a grave in u borrow was found 
J BfUM Barr# pp. 231-24& a p. 30S, 
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to contain three sudi urns and two skeletons An example of three 
rin airing-cop urns which apparently were associated with one £kd4tun 
in the principal grave in a Barrow on the Currowby Wold, Yorkshire, 
recorded.

To jvLiiti i toSeothnid : two vlhut graves besides the Piltodiie and Skein- 
eifils, each containing two drinking-cup urrm, ]n\vr been n-curded, and 
these were also discovered in Abcrdecnehire, nearly midway between 
Pittodrie and Skene, about forty years ago. Both were found 2 feet 
apart in a natural mouuii of sand and gravel, at Broomenri, near 
Inverurie,- The first Hmoinenri rdst, like the one at Pittoilri^ wu* of 
Large size, while the second Broomend cist and the Skene example 
w^L'a nearer the average size of the regular Bronze Age short cist. It 
may in- rut'ntinned i lukL u third and much smaller cist was found ulwmt 
2 feet to the eastward of the second Broomend cist, li measured lb 
indies in length, I S inches average breadth, and 11 indies in depth.

cist the two unrn were pEnced in corners of the grave behind the 
Rkulk uf tht skeletons. Er. the Skene cist one urn was placed in u 
wroer behind the skull, and in the second Broomend cist one urn 
wns placed in a corner Inside cha infant skeleton, while thy other was 
debited behind the hack of the adult skeleton, ubioiE opposite to the 
top of the thighs One of the Pittodrie urns was found in a corner of 
the grave, TIjifortuJiAEely, it La im passible to tuiy whether the Httodrie 
grave contaiiird ojiy or more bodies, ;ls nothing but the urm was observed 
when the cist wish, emptied : hut its resemblance to the first Bnaomend 
i:bt, both ils regards the ver y large size of the chamber and two drinking- 
cup urns being found in it, suggests that it may also have mtitained two 
borlies. Of course this fe mere supposition, but it Eb difficult to understand 
why the grave wan made ho large if it were to contain only on& body 
placed in the usual crouching position. 

In none of these four cists were the two uriw alifct cither tua regorda 
*hapc or oniiuncntatTun, Each - if the four graves contained two distinct 
varieties of the drill kingcup ran. The taller mm (figs. + J, 6, and 8) 
fwn three of the idsts lm?e a Hne^owijig curved line from thy lip to 
the base, the everted rim curving out from the neck in a regular 
crave, Hie shorter uri* (%l 1, 5, and 7) from the same three dsta are 
moti! angular at the neck t the everted brim springing out from the neck 
mudi more abruptly than in the taller urns. Of the two urns from 
the -Skene grave, the tul] one (iig. 4) is quite abnormal in shape, while 
the short one (%. 3) can hardly ha said specially to resemble either 
of tSje two varieties from the other three graves. Thus we find two 
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distinct varieties of drill kingcup urns represented ill three of the graves, 
from which we are justified in Indieviug that these two varieties were 
contemporary in Oils part nt the country. These occurrences do not 
look like fortuitous ease# of on earlier variety airmymg, and to a eorinin 
extent overlapping a later variety. If only one eiampfe of two such 
urns had been discovered* it might have heon suggested that it wjis 
either an overlap or that the sjecmul nm had been phci.il in the grave 
at a later period, but, when we have several shullur uvcurrences, they 
must be ax plained in some other way. However, before anything can 
he K-itd with certainty about chronologies* or why different varieties of 
the one class of urn were chosen for the different graves, a much greater 
mass of ilata must l>e oolketah Apparently it was not a Empty u case 
of an nrn to each skeleton, although this uccura in the two Broomend 
cisls, for in the f^kene cist there were two imis auid one skeleton* 

In the English examples died we find similar testimony* though their 
evidence is not st> clear as in the Scottish exam piles, owing to three of 
the four eases not having I teen fltono-built data, and tiho □wing fco their 
having lieon disturbed to receive sectodory interments. The fourth 
example from North Sunderland, however, was a cist* and it contained 
three urn* to one Wy,

FOUND AT fSUKEtJtOlLBKN, 

This object (figs. 9 i 10) was, found more eLimil twenty years ago on the 
farm of ShevlugreHTi, in the parish of Culsalmnnih Aberdeenshire. Aa 
it was picked up during farming operations* no other objects were found 
associated with it. It is in the fibrin of a ring, which is hollow for the 
greater part. However* when it was being cm\ i t- apparently had lieen 
the bMlenthm of the founder to make it entirety hollow if posaihLe* hut 
parts of die upper and thinner portion have run solid, as can be seen 
at two places where there are small fracture in tire ring. lire exterior 
outline forms n regular oval, 3^ inches by inches in sisse, Ibr 
interior lines of the ring commencing in the upper part curve In more

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rapidly t ] ill [i t hose of the exterior* so aii to form the divergent spiral, 
triiin pet-like design wliicli k the prevailing feature of the “Celtic art 
of the Pagan Period*” On the under part of tha ring (fig, 10) the regu¬ 
lar exterior curve of the object is interrupted by a slightly projecting, 
Ihitp oval collar or moulding, IJ inches by || inch, in which there k an 
oval fjpetting, l«j inchts by J loch, with a har T { such broad* *! re telling 
length wise anrasa it; this bar is part of the casting* herein differing 
from a similar ring found at Towle, Aberdeenshire, which apparently 
had had a liar ur pin of iron fixed with lead to ouch side of rite opening.

Noe. I and 2, where portions of two pieces of htale* 1 harness whieh 
have such mountings still attached to them* are figured, These object* 
are in the museum at Wiesbaden* and were found in Italy. 

We hate five specimens found in Scotland in our National Collect ion 
—one imperfect example ftt tn Kirriemuir, Forfarshire; another, Iwality 
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unknown, but probably Scottish ; one from Clovfl, Alriirdeenshire, 
formerly in the Sturrock Collection; and two from BiUocbhuidt Towie, 
Aberdeenshire. These lust two examples were found in a edru along 
with oilier bronze relief which have bean lost ; amoingat these was it 
brouse rinj G inches in diameter. A cist gontaiiung an urn ami hones 
was also found in the cairn, but apparently the hrou*ea were not associ¬ 
ated with it. A similar harness ring and several bails of dude* slightly 
flattened on one Hide, ware found at Crictno, near Inverurie, Aberdeen- 
shire, under a largu atones 1 The abide objects were a Wit 1| inches in 
diameter, and in the centra of the flattened side there were still the 
remains of iron fastening. Rev. John M‘hwan^ l.S,A, Scot., Dyke, 
near Forres, has another harness mounting of the ^ame t,ype T which 
was fniiUid on the Culbin Sands, Morayshire. It la slightly imperfect, 
a piece of the thin portion of the ring having been broken or worn oi- 
The Sheelngreeii example h thus the eighth Sj^ecmicn of this special 
v&ri uty of harness-mountings recorded from Scotland* 

III. A $toxe Mould nut Casting Flat Bih^h Axes ani> Habh 

FOUND AT FlTDOtmEB 

This moukh which was found some yearn during agricultural 
operations, on the farm of Fiidoidzie, in the pumh of Auditories, 
Ahenieenshirt:^ like all the other recorded Scottish Hal. axe-mould*, 
ivim unfortunately not associated with any other object, it is made of 
grey aandstonCj and is roughly rectangular h\ ahape, with rounded 
corners, or it might be called a rectangular oral. It dieusurta 114 
inches in length. G| inches In breadth, and front to 3} indies m 
thickness. It is pretty much weaLhertid, but scorns to have borne five 
matrices. On the obverse the chief matrix is for a flat axe with ex 
panding cutting edge , It measures inches in length, 3| inches aero** 
the cutting face, l|j mchti^ across the bath ^nd £ iach deep in the 
][i[ihlEc F getting shallower towards the butt and cutting ends. This 
matrix occupies the centre of tine stone. Acm**. tlm top and at right

Un the reverse of the mould there is part nf a mat rix 
for a flat ax* still clearly defined for a length of 4| in elms. The 
breadth of the butt end is 1^ inches, but, the whole of the other end of 
die iiuUtix having been worn away, it is impossible to eay what bod 
been the original length of the matrix or the breadth of it nt the 
cutting edge. Judging from the breadth of the butt end, ond seeing 
that there was apparently only on* matrix on this aide of tbs stone, it is 
probable that it had been larger them the one on the obverse. 

This is the eighth example of a Hut use-mould rocorded from Scotland, 
and like the other seven, av pointed out in my [viper to the two

IV. Two StaIOSUAFKO ItfCAIte OF (jB«^ FoSCflLitAMAOUS PjISTIt 
FROM AflKRDEENdmitE, 

ni*sF? two star-shaped beads were found a go ad many years ago in 
adjoining pariahs# In Aberdeenshire, and they are made of a vitn L Mie, 
porcelknwns paste, much resembling the mu Serial used by the ancient 
Egyptians in the manufacture of }muh and other small grave-good^ 

Tha ataalkr example of the two wa# found on the farm of Darnabo, 
in the pariah of Fyvie* It E* in the shape of w star of #ix point#, with a 
large hale in the centre. The points of the l>end ftre not at quite *> 
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re^ilar intervals as to form a perfect circle. It is of \x Light green colour t 
and wm picked up in a field during the working of the land. 

The larger usel finer example was found on the farm of Camalynes, 
in the pariah of Aui/literle^ In colour it ia a Iightkdi green. The 
bead has six points placed at regular intervals, forming an id must 
perfect circle. 

Unlike nearly all the other known Scottish prehistoric beads, this 
specimen was found directly associated with other remains, by which wo 
are enabled to date it. A hoy threw a one at what he thought was the 
rounded edge of a lwnldet projecting from the aide of a mill-lade. He 
got a fright when the supposed stone broke and n lut of Ixmes fell out. 
Hairing run home mid loin3 his folk hIkril it, they weal and examined 
the place, and found this bead amongst the bones. Although none of 
the 3>uiie& or fragments of the urn have been preserved* it is extremely 
likely that it was the remains of a cremation deposited in a cinerary 
urn r in which case the bend will data buck at least to the end of the 
Bronze Age, 

Professor (lowland* of the Royal College of Science, London, who 
analysed the umtarm] of one of three Atar-$hnped beads in the collection 
of Mr Ludovic M'L Munn f F.S. A .Scot-, repented that it was 1 'a crude 
enamel, colonial by copper." 

With the exception of the one of six rays from Blair-Drummond &Ioss p 
Perthshire* star-shaped beads Lmd hitherto been recorded only from thh 1 
Glenlnoe -Sands and the Culhin Sands, areus which, though far apart, 
have produced ao much in cormnon in the wav ol prehistoric remains. 
The recovery of these two beads from Alterdeenshire, goes to show that 
many *•[ the smaller and more perishable prehistoric relics* such m bronae 
pins* small fibula, and 'Various kinds of heads* which, m a rule, are found 
on, and which we are perhaps accustomed to wsomte with aatidy areas 
like tllcnluce* Showalton* and Oulbin Sands, have been in use, und 
common, nil over the country* A small bronze or glass object bm Insrf 
chance ol surviving intact, and of being discovered, on land that is 
continually Inring subjected to farming operations, than on sandy area* 
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Like the place* jnst mimed. where they He undisturbed until the ti&nd 
is removed from diem, stud they are exposed by the Motion of the wind. 

Thirteen sfcnr-shaped l^eads have been recorded as found iu Scotland : 
one of six points wns found in EEuir-JUniimnond Moss, Perthshire, and 
is in the collection of antiquities at Blair-T irmumond three perfect 
having nine points (as Eg. I I), one with five points, and two imperfect 
specimens from Ultiiduee Sumls, mid one imperfect example from the 
Culbin Sands, are in our Museum ■ tliree from Gleulue& : one of eight 
points fating perfect, are in Mr Mannas collection; and the two beads 
of six points just described. 

Such heads, as mentioned by Mr Geo. F.. Black, liave been found in 
Ireland. 1 Mr W. J. Knowles, of EaLlymemi, informs jne that &taf-

tionAd, but how many were of the star pattern iu not specified;* Tliree 
of riie seven were in the collection of Mr Knowleo, who hm since 
received a fourth example: two of tlic four are alur-shaped,, and two 
are without points, 

In England, two rings resembling the Irish quoit beads without rays, 
provided with a loop on one side, have been recorded as found iu 
barrows, in Siws&jl* Qua of these is described as no +l annular pendant

In recording such a yariod Hat of prehistoric relics* I till mild like to 
draw the attention of the Society to the groat nnimber of rare and 
into rent mg antiquities which are hidden in private o illections throughout 
tile country„ where their yaJuc to Scottish archaeology fa neither 
recognised nor appreciate!* Some of these objects will probably come 
to the Naticuial Museum in time, but in many eases the circumstances 
of their discovery, even their proves lujumj,. will be lost at the death of 
their owners, aa so few private collection* are catalogued. Some years 
ago Dr Amlerson nml Mr Black visited the different Scottish muae im^ 
and recorded in our Prtx&kiinfjM the various antiquitien contained in 
them—a very necessary work* when out oonaidero the slipshod and 
cureless fashion in which many of the curators of these museums care 
for, and catalogue tlurir spwmirenfl. The Fellows of our Society might 
supplement that work by recording iu such a way that the object might 
afterwards bo identified from their description, any fine or uncommon 
relic which they might happen to see in any private col lection.

Dundee, a stw cist wrs discovered, uanteining mjhumt bones ted nn 
uni of the drinking-cup type. As c Q ni|vmicive!y few discoveries of the 
kind bav« been rumjie in this liitrict of reoenl times. It may be of im- 
portaj|i;e* tu plflcu the particulars on record, 

Wellgrove is a district lo tJie south-west of Lochoe, in the combined 
parishes of Lfff and Reims, distant gome three miles from tbe Town 
Utdl of Dundee, and unite close to todies West .Station on tbe Cafe 
douiuti Railway line between Dundee nod Blsinfuwrie. 

During the afternoon uf Sth June, while workmen wore engaged 
1 eve Bing down a grassy knoll in a meadow at a point 27 yards to the 
iiurHi from the centre of the South Road, they struck u|»on the lid or 
covering of a stone cist, 2^ feet fri.un the surface, Mr duties J,,hn- 
stone, who had the work in hand, was absent at the time of the discovery, 
whereupon the digging was discontinnod nt that fmiiit until insr.ructi.itis 
should tie given as to how to proceed with the unearthing of tlm cist. At 
an early hour the following morning the iid »f the det was removed, 
which was found to he made up of three grey slabs of irregular form 
varying from I inch 2| inches in thickness. with no markings of my 
kind, and measured roughly i>4 leet hv 3 feet, 

Ihe depth from the surface to the bottom of the cist measured fl f,.^ t . 
tlie soil lwing a shallow oeam of black loam, then red and ydluw ^md

The cist itself woe formed of seven rude, undressed slabs of grey 
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whins tone, 2 inches thick it luj dm- nuat mini west, and nnsamtred

filled with □ tbiV! red ^iind aim Lift r in the Rod around it. The stones 
w ere laid uaido far --rum days, and nhiiinG-ely broken up by the workmen 
to uiako a load l*ed. 

The uiet waa by no means air- or water-tight ; tho large bones found

were very much decayed, and o rumbled down when touched There 
was m ftppemnco of a skull, but the jawbone was noticed to contain 
seven teeth. Only one of thaae teeth has been preserved. It is im 
upper bieuapid^ not very in rich worn, and probably belonged to u young 
person. 

The urn [fig* I) Is of red burnt clayinch thick, fairly regular in form 
and well tired ; its its present broken condition it measured inches high 
by H inches wide. "When first discovered it was hi net and filled with 
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finely-powdered red said, mid Lad at least measured 7 A or 8 inches high. 
In their haste to fiscertaiu the contents, the urn wan liuntied frnm one 
workman to another, who surmised it to contain cobs or other treasure, 
ami when lieing emptied it was accidentally l e t f,dJ t o the ground and 
broken, the bottom being so much destroyed that it was found impossible 
in piece it together. Tlie broken parts, being very umch splintered, were 
unfortunately not preserved- 

The meadow tlmuigh which the now mad was made, and where the 
cist wue discovered, has for 75 yards y sloping decline from south to 
north, where it meets the loved, and extonda for some distance north na 
pasture. The highest point of the meadow reaches the same level as the 
•‘'iiuth Hand, where for 3 L J yards it is continued east and west, at which 
distance from the new rood it is. out by a stone wall, and presently forms 
the kitchen gardens to four cottages. This new road has opened up a 
serviceable thoroughfare between the South Rood on the south, and 
Li If Road on the north, and since then has been named Well burn 
Street.

This quaint instrument of nmiic is nn important relic of Scottish 
Church psalmody* It is of cunsidemhle age, and instil recently wn* the 
property of n PEtle^ie octogenarian* Mr danien Spend, who bought it 
about the year 1845, at tli-o safe of the goode and chattels nf the Parish 
Church precentor. At that Lime there was a keen competition ’amount 
the various Fife lenders of psalmody for the possession of vhnt even 
then was considered ail interesting memento of tha past.

The history of the pitthpipe now under ui.ins [deration is lost in the 
uliHciiriiy of the curly put of last century; but without doubt this 
obsolete instrument, now superseded by wonderful inventions, has often 
sounded the prelude of tlie joyous voicing of congregate ms Jong fdnee 
Rune from this earth- That it was used in the Kirk -if Cults through 
the early years of Uflt century h indisputable, and that Sir David WHfeie 
often heard it in his youth, follows as a matter of course.

The following note i» added by Mr F. hi. Calw:—“In October 1899,

Being thus fairly familiar with this tyj« of grave, I ut once recognised 
the North Esk graves as likeJy to be of interest when their existence 
was pointed out to me in Jum- last hy Mr John Tod T the keeper of the 
North Esk reservoir* U* whom T am indebted not only for means of 
access to a somewhat inaccessible spot nnd fur 1 abilities to examine the 
graves, but also for practical assistance, and much information on mutters 
of fact which ha lias kindly placed at my disposal. 

This group, though comparatively flew in immfcr, is fairly complete, 
and its present position is peetdiar and precarious, in that a mure than 
usually severe winter might easily bring about the total destruction of 
the site. ft Hems, therefore, desirable ro put nn record the facts I have 
been abie to ascertain regarding the discovery of the graves and their 
present condition. 

Their natural site was originally a small double-topped knoll ou the 
north-east side of the Water of North Esk, where it woa joined by the 
“Gutterford hS (formerly apparently known && the “ L>oit lh ) Burn, flowing 
in a southerly direction I between the Cock Hig and the Spin at Hill, 
The knoll was situated on the extreme western confutes .if ihe parish iif 
Penicuik, between which and the parish of Linton the Water of North 
Ehk formed the boundary ut this jiflinL. Hie parish Wundary bus now 
followed the shore of the reservoir a little further west. 

The knoll i* composed of a bluish-grey slndy sandstone, lying at n 
somewhat steep inclination to the horizon. The stone in this position 
readily admits of being split into the rough slate of which the grave 
linings ore constructed, though ill one nr two of the graves the flouring 
stones were noted to be of the red sandstone which is found on the 
Caini Hills at a distance of two of three miles away in u north-westerly 
direction.

Iii 1850 the knoll become two email islands when tbo North Esk. 
reservoir wn* formed hv the construction of a dam across the valley 
About 400 yards to the south, for the purpose of providing a eontitmou* 
supply of water for tike use of the mills along the course of the riv&r 
to its outfall m Musselburgh* 

Tiie first Ordnance Surrey map shows both islands, but the revised 
Survey shows only that to the cast, tike waves of tho reservoir during 
the winter is tonus having swept, away the covering of soil on the west 
island, which is now submerged at high-water, and exists only fts a 
rocky gravel bank when the water in the reservoir ir low. There is 
now no apparent trace on it* surface of graves having existed upon it. 

In 1855 the rocn?iU kept for the owners of the reservoir show that 
on the mat island a number of different sorts uf trees w *re planted. 
Of time, however, only some fifteen Scots fire have survived; arid, in 
addition, there arc some five or six self-sown rowan trees. To the 
binding effect of the roots of these trees on the scanty covering of mi! 
the isktid owes its preservation from the fate of its m^T islet to the 
west. As id is, the inland lias been much decreased in sue ■ nnd in 
an unusually severe storm of wind some twenty years ago, when Use 
reservoir was at its height, and its surface Covered with floating fc« the 
island was temporarily submerged, and much of its soil swept, away by 
the action iif tin- waves and the grinding of the ice. Tho devastation 
caused by Elds storm revealed the existence of the graves. A view of 
the island, looking eastward*, showing its trees and covering of soil 
and its foreshore, which is submerged at high-water, is given in fig. *2. 
Iii another view of the letond , looking ; westwards (fig_ 3), thu [wiftfonrt 
of some of the grave* are shown by digging-tools* 

Th« disclosed graves were at once noticed by Mr Garnock, the late 
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keeper of th<* resetvnir, but nt> written record seems to luve Ijwen 
umde.ipf the occurrence. I have ascertained from Mrs Tod. Mr GarEock'* 
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daughter, and the wife of his successor in office, that Mr Gsmock ex¬ 
amined ail the graves then disclfjwd, and opened one ui the soil surface, 
pmUMy that marked by the axe tn the photograph, but thm ho found 
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no m1lct= uf tho nature of grave-good^ though fragments of human 
*kulls p teeth, and lione* vttte aeon.

7U\' Hi'i-r.ion i^i aelfnaxplmirtlotji find is useful in showing that tbo 
graves at high-water are beneath the water-level,—a fact which* in the 
porous condition of the gravel and rock through which the water must 
freely percolate, may perhaps account for the silted-up condition of the 
graves, and certainly abundantly accounts for the almost entire absence 
now of human remains therein.

Possibly the graves may be of earlier data than the neighbouring

the history of the Buck Spital is ascertained in fuller detail («., it may 
yet be from the discovery of the “ r.,Ed writings" referred to hi Dr 
I’ennecnik's hook), the presence in such dwe proximity to it of the 
graveyard nmy perhaps be u feature of some importance.

It is a very Una 
piece of workmanship executed in wax (or aome composition eJosdy 
resembling was), probably by Jean Martin Henaud, eugimvor and 
modeller, and Rives us a very good idea of tile man at the age of 39, 
representing him in court uniform, and showing the order at Military 
Merit. 

Tlwro can be no doubt as to the portrait being an butkentic one, as 
Paul Jones sent it bu u lady (Mr Belshea) in Scotknd along with the 
following letter [fig, 1) dated 1786:

Tiie cruise of the 1 Ranger 1 in 177b was marked by events of special 
note + < >n the 22 nd A pri] Paul Jonas put intu Whitehaven in Cumber]anti* 
juid going -ihImuto kh two chip's bruits he entered the harbour in the 
early morning. Jonas himself landed with a few clambered over 
the r: impart of the lialf-mined battery supposed to defend the harbour t 
npiked the old puna with which it was armed* and captured the 
pensioners who garrisoned it, nsh j vp in their beds. There were some 
three hundred boat* in the harbour, all aground at low-water, and he 
3md ordered his lieutenant tn set them uii fire* but this had not been 
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ilone. Id was now daylight; the Alarm bad been given. and the towns¬ 
man were gathering in immln-rv that might lie dungeitiufl, bo tlmt Jones, 
after another hurried and futile effort to burn the boats, was obliged to 
retreat;.

Unable to restrain 
them, bo ado well them to go up to the house, whore the officer* snEzed 
of the family plate. _Vs Jones did not wish to retain this booty, lie 
purchased the whole of it frntii the captors and restored it to the Earl. 
The cost of buying the phi to and i ts carriage from Trance amounted in 
■£140. This incident helps to show that Jones was no pirate, a* he 
was fever depicted by the English, 

On the 54th of April 1776 Paul .Tones engaged in the first naval 
battle fought under the Stars and Stripes, wheu he conquered His 
Majesty's ship J Drake" off Carrickfergus in Ireland. Tills was the 
first insibtice in modern naval warfare of file capture of a British man- 
of-war by a ship of inferior force. In that respect it broke n record 
tbztL had been inviolate since the beginning of regular navies, and 
announced to the world the advent of a new nuvul fmwer. 

Early in August 177? Joi %m mailed from the Tele of G»aix, on the

The squadron sailed northward along the west coast of Ireland and 
the west coast oE Spolhuid as far an tli-er Fair Iale T north of the Orknev 
Islimds, then youth along the east coast, of iBcuLland* entering the Firth 
of Forth, with the intention of laying under contribution nr reducing 
to ashes the town. ■..■[ Leith.

So confident was Jones of the success uf his projected attack that 
lie Imd prepared a smnmuttfl aihlr^^il to the magistrates of Leitli* whiEdi T 
fortunately, ho never bml an opportunity uf despatching. As it is an 
Interesting and eutimtft document* showing llie terms on which Leith 
wae to he spared* L give it at full length:—

The proprietors had to be propitiated before any 
operations were practicable, mid finally it was arranged that the whole 
cemetery should be explored by a series of shafts and galleries. 

In the course of these upur.itiolin, which lasted over three months, 
there had been excavated -SO feet of shafting and 800 feet of gallerias. 
It had been ascertained from authentic documents that Paul done* had 
bmn buried in a leaden colli ei, and that the budy bod been prepared 
for transportation to the United States, Five leaden caSLits were dis¬ 
covered in different parts of the cemetery* but there was no groat 
difficulty in determining that oidy olio of these could possibly be the 
right one. The process of identification of the body was conducted 
with all the official formality and scientific certainty that was possibly 
and left no manner of doubt on the minds of tbo&e en^kjgcd in it.

The first printed notice of vitrified forte Beems to be that found in 
Pennant's Tour in Scotluml, published in 1774, where he saya he s, w „ n 
tho top of a m near Fort Augustus, hi a sum]] oval area, a quantity of 
.'tones cemented with almost vitrified material, and he could not make 
oue if they came from a volcana or a forgi). 

Shortly after this we have Williams' letters, in which he described 
the forte of Knock Farrell, Craig Fhadric, and othere; fits theory 
iieing that n fire had linen made dong each side of the wall, and the 
stones thereby vitrified; but he puts the tmggestma forward with 
heeLtnfcion. 

At that time it wan believed that vitrified forts were to be found only 
within a very small area in Scotland, hut since then f 1777) vitrification 
has been observed in the remains of old fortifications in many different 
parts of Scotland, in Ireland, Germany, Austria, and several regions of 
France. Indeed, it ib probable that tide list of the distribution of go- 
cull Mil vitrified forts is still for iron) Iwing com pleta. 

Tt is therefore clear tliat vitrification wa* well known among various 
recce, of whom it may be said, without defining in any way the enact

If we examine the section of the parapet, we find on the soil a mound 
of loose atones, varying in ni^e, say 2| feet deep : and overlying the 
Jokk+p ituutfs a layer, say 2 to JJ feet thick* of similitr stone held together 
by a Liva-like substance obtained by the Complete "r partial fusion of 
some of the stones in the heap* 

This may aufflce for giving a general idea .if tin auction of the 
puraftet* hut more investigation is nec&Hirv, hy careful excavation on 
the ground, before the exact section of the parapet of a vitrified fort is 
known,, ami probably coosidercibk variety will be found. 

The vitrified material is in mmt- cases now found covered on the top 
with a little soil and vegetation. The vitrified layer is not found* I 
believe* perfectly colltimsolihi in every part of the pampet, Lind often 
appears only at nertain points, notably ut Tap o' Kotin 

The size uf the forts vane* greatly t from the large fart just mentioned 
to a heap of stone with no indication of an enclosure which could be 
railed n fort. 

In position* the vitrified forts I have seen (seventeen) in Scotland Eire 
situated either near the coast where it is deeply indented by the sea, or 
at inland points which open up a large volley, or li group of valleys 
radiating from 11 common centre.

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VVa now pass on to consider how it is that the vitrification of these 
forts has come about, Viirwjrna opinions have been expressed: 

(n) Some that it won done Imd den tally ns the result of beacqii firesj 
or great fires for religious or other purposes, 

(6) Other authorities aee in thes* forte the intended result of structural 
Qf*mtioii* r believing that the intention was to strengthen the 
parapet hy fusing together the small sto-titiS of which it was 
com po sed. 

The interdependence which can be ohaarved in flume of tlif-* groups 
of vitrified forts lends support to the view that they were used 
for signalling purpose, and T think that that may be assumed as 
certain, although there seems no reason Lu auppoee that they only 
were used for that purpose any more than other forts in similar 
situations, which, being composed of different anil more refractory 
materials, have not left the result of the lire* eo distinctly marked 
by the slag.

(б) Turning at present to the view that the vinification was inteu- 
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tionaJljr done to strengthen the parapet, we are mot by some 
difficulties 

In thn tint placa, it i* almost certain that vitrification of the larger 
tuueacs often met with, if intotided as a structural method, mart have 
been a troublesome businew, and a process to which recourse would have 
been had only when ordinary building wee impossible. But we find in 
various forts, notably at Tor Duin, near Fort Augustus, and ut other 
places, that the loose atones below the vitrification are supjmrted by 
'tnhnary' masonry, which apparently might have been carried up the 
whole way had the builders sij desired. 

Another difficulty which presents itself Is that Ihe vitrification is not 
is a rule coiitimiouH till round the parapet, although for structural pul¬ 
i’ 0 *®’ ^ *-htit Were object, it would seem to be equally required at 
every j>oii3t L 

But not only ii this the cast-, hut we find that the greatest amount 
"f the dreggy mass ocean often—I think 1 may say generally— when 
11 , 'troug parapet is least needed. At the top of an inaccessible 
cliff is often found the bulk of the vitrification. This is well seen at 
shidfeot, Dunagoil and Ami Ghaunsgnil (Arisaig}, The last, named 
fort, which eta mis on a penimrak, has on the land side s defended 
entrance which would appear to be the weakest point; but the parapet 
is there devoid of vitrificatum, or nearly so, 

It will hIh, 1 Ik admitted that, if the builder* were determined to Jmvo 
solid walk, they were not very wise in setting them up on a foundation 
i if loose stone, for they might have anticipated that the vitrifiod block* 
would slip down the hill, as wo find a great many of them have done, by 
thv fomiiijitinu sinking: 

Lastly, 1 think it may bo fairly assumed that, if the builders bud 
designed a wall built with a mortar of semi-melted stone, they would 
have restricted its width to much leas than n thickness. of say 4 to 0 
feet. In this connection, whiit are we to any to the mass of vitrified 
matter (described by Fraser-Tytlw more than a hundred year* ^ 
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oxtending along the enst end of Cmig Phadrlc, 40 feel wide and 70 
feel In tig! 

For thane among other reasumi, it seems unlikely ihut vitrification 
was undertaken :ts a structural method 

As the air of mystery still hangs over vitrified forts, it occurred to 
me that It could be to same extent dispelled if we could reconstruct a 
vitrified parapet; and my purpose to-night is to explain lift experiments 
made with this object during the last five or six years, at long intervals 
arid with insufficient leisure* The positive remits have been poor, hut a 
good many negative remits have been obtained. 

Bcaeon-firos seemed, at fir*L eight, the most likely source of the 
necessary heat ; so their results were first examined. Undoubtedly 
ii largo amount of alug can be obtained from burning grass or straw. 
This can be easily seen by inspecting the site of any large stack Uro* 
1 was fortunate enough (if 1 may use the expression) to see the results 
of a large stock-yard fire which occurred at Hay Mount -Farm, near 
Kelso* There fifty-seven stacks of grain and eight of hay were con¬ 
sumed. It was found, where the stacks hod been recently erected and 
the straw was strong* producing an open texture in the hm\\ so 
readily to admit the air, an is the case with n rick of wheat, that there 
was no slag at the bottom. The silica had gone off in vapour, which 
had partially condensed on the lee side of the rick in the form of 
smell pellets about the al&o of a pea. These could be found in con¬ 
siderable number nn the ground. Where the material was closer in 
texture, us in the older oat ricks, some dag was seen it the bottom 
mi Long the debris; but most of the slag was found at the bottom of the 
closely packed haystacks, where ii lay In a nearly continuous cruet, in 
places about 2 inches in depth. 

t should have Slid that the wind was very high when the tire occurred, 
and that the combustion of the oldest stacks alone was at all slow.

Th# next fire was arranged with the ^tone heap raised hi the centre 
and having a diameter of 10 feet. On tills, *ome hay ami tin unlimited 
amount of bracken wore burned for six hour* The heat was so great 
that with difficulty could the men pile on ihe fuel. The result on the 
stones in the bmp Jit the bottom was that many of them were fractured 
and burned, hut there was no viLriflcatiou. 

The third experiment was carried out cm the sea-shore fit Arisaig— 
tli at district being etdcuteil because it is the site of a group of vitrified 
forts, t In the stone heap in this ease gl mixture "i four loads peats, four 
boatloads brush wxwd, twelve cttttditiub of sea-weed, and a Wt-]r>ad of 
grass was burned, and the blaze was kept up for thirty-nine hours. 
The result on the atones btdovv — they were principally moine schist - 
was, a* lHifore p fracture and TOHSttng, but no melting or approach to 
fusion. 

With this experience I had become satisfied that u beacon-lire— 
understood in the sense of m open blaring mass—luul not produced 
vitrification of &tones lying in a heap below it. Another solution had 
therefore to lie found. 

In Li good many papers on ihe subject of vitrification, it is explained 
how easily it can bn produced ; but it does not seem such an easy matter 
in the field, when yon tie yourself down to two only the materials 
found on the grouinL It may be convenient here to refer to u remark 
1 1 lade by Mr Ramsay of the Geological Survey, writing in I85fl t and 
repeated later by others. 

The observation was to the effect that he thought llie vitrificntiuD at 
Knock Farrell bad been produced by burning with wood, and explained 
how the rucks near Barnsley were more or less vitrified by bring 
burned in heaps with con i ami brushwood. The stones were described 
us sandstont^. 1 thought this so interesting that 1 EommimiGnted with 
the Borough Purveyor. Barnsley* Mr-1, 1[. Taylor, who informed m« that 
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never Juiil any atone bean burned, but that some clay shale used to 
be burned in dumps about sixty yeare Ago, so a* to fainku it for u w on 
roads with light traffic, or for blinding—us we now see the same thin” 
done on railways for tallest. That is a very different thing from 
fusing pieces of mica schist such ns are found in vitrified forts, ami ] 
think some mistake seems to have been made by Mr Bumwiy as to the 
sufficiency of the gjej «]ftnation. 

To return to the experiments at Arisaig: What had already been done 
ami observed led to the conclusion that the burning was to.’, rapid, and 
that the supply of air had to be reduce*!. 

A rough stone square enclosure was therefore set up, the walls being 
about 3 feat high and the aides about 4 feet long. A layer of lo.se 
atones 'ms pot in the bottom of the enclosure, ami over them peat and 
brushwood were filled in up to the top of the wall, rmd a lira set agoing. 
When the fuel was about half lmrned, more wood was added, and a layer 
of stone about 1 foot thick was placed on the top and covered over with 
pent. As this sank down, bay was added to check the draught. 

Th« result of this wms that incipient fusion, producing a sort of ghij*, 
was noted an some of the stonos which had been placed ljn the top and 
hud sunk down into a part of the fire where there was little or no 
draught. Tim remainder were only burned. The burning Listed six 
hours, but the enclosure remained hot for twenty hours. 

Another experiment was made under similar conditions, except that 
the walls were less open und damp moss was pi need on the top - but no 
vitrification resulted.

It Will be seen that the attempt to vitrify by heat above the Atom. 
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heing itvndDiied, arid the fuel wa* now being put lielow the stones. 
To this I bid been led by a mure close examination of aptftmcna from 
vitrified forts, on many of which can be seen the imprint of woody fibre 
(sis in fig. I), showing that branches had been need for fuel, to some 
extent :it least; utnl from the direction of the drops at the ends of the 
-semi ftuid slag it was clear that the branches had Wen under the melting 
^t-one in ninny ciise.h. These prints of the branches in the slag from

1 ]> to the present lime I have had no opportunity for continuing 
therfe experiment^ but, ns thay have already ln^en spread over aonifc yenta, 
it seemed to rue desirable that they should, lie recorded for the uae of any 
others who may care to cojifciiiue the investigations. I have come tu 
believe that vitrification in these undent forte was brought about some¬ 
what after the manner of the last «ijjerini£njt p hut the rate of combustion 
requires nltfl to bp largely reduced, and the heat which eacupcv from tbs 
nmsa conserved- It is in this direction that I hope to niuke further 
trials when opportunity occurs. 

With tlm itnalJ results already obminvib I think it is fair to assujne 
that vitrification was produced by n very slow process: not by a great 
Ere in the open, but by a alow lu*a| with a very limited supply of osygeu. 
The delicate impressions of the Him- of llio wood (as shown in fig* 

1 mid 2} could not have Wen taken except in an undisturlhed environ¬ 
ment, arid with hbeml supply of time, with a moderate tawnpuroture. 
This is in keeping with the investigation^ of Professor Jolj T who huh

disclose tlie existence of a few mure in private keeping. 

Summarising the some what scattered details of the various discoveries 
thus brought before you, it will be observed that 10 were hoards, each 
containing fmm 4 to Id .-pecimene- 79 in all r Of these, 25 aru in tin- 
Nutiomd Museum, viz. Esliciicis 7, Uyei* 4, Modesty 14,— the other 
.14,, except the few in Loudon, and in the collections nf Mr Cursiter and 
Mr (londie, having been diepersed* The total number at present known 
rimy be phi led in round numbers at 100, thu* accounted fur: 52 in 
National Museum, Edinburgh ; 30 in Mr CursiteFa collection; 1U in 
Mr i loudie's coLloction; and & (approximately) preserved in museum* in 
London and Copenhagen. 

It niay uLm be mentioned, us a point of further specialisation of Hi m& 
knives, that none of them is formal of Hint; our is there any record of my

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rtlcmk make ami liability to breakage that they could only have been 
used for dividing eoft material^ skinning animals, etc, The common 
practice in Scandinavia in prehistoric times oi depositing implements, 
weapon*, uhI onuuneute in lakes, boge T and held*, Ji* a religious ottering 
tn the gods, nmy suggest that some of the Shetland finds were of this 
nature ; and th^ idea ia strengthened by tlio careful manner in which the 
specimens in some of the hoard# were arranged, 1 prefer,. however, to 
sidf^ wit]i the theory that they were the ahn'k iti trade of the native^ 
used in commerce, which their owners in time of danger, find deposited 
for safety, and which for various causes hail never been reclaimed. 

The LLgi- of these unique objects is the only important question which 
now remains Li^ be discussed* We have already wen that some of them 
were associated at Modesty with implements of [he Stone Age, and, 
problematically, wore mm temporary with the period when a stunted arbor* 
eacent vqgftlfttiun ohUiined in .Shetland —.1 period which must have been 
coeval with the great primeval for or ten which formerly dourlshed on the 
islands and mainland of Scotland, remains of which are still to ttf« found

LAND, CHIEFLY IS BANFFSHIRE, WITH MEASURED PLASSASU 
DRAWINGS; OBTAINED UNDER THE GDSSING FELLOWSHIP.

Tit the report for the year 1003. 1 the most westerly site in tin 
northern portion of the Buchan district was at the Standing Stones 
of Auehnjqji.irlli, three miles tn the west of New Picsltgo, For an 
urea westwards nf Audioogurtfa measuring ton miles by four, there 
are no sites recorded on the maps. The absence both of nuW u T „] 
of circles is very marked. Doubtless this is in great port due to the 
highly cultivated condition nf the land in that district 

In the district dealt with in our last survey, tin* results of which are 
contained in the present report, the recorded sites are fairly frequent; 
but, on the majority of them, the actual megalithic remains are lament¬ 
ably meagre. The district surveyed is u very wide and a very irregular 
one, and it will he most easily represented by being divided into four 
portions, viz.—{7.) Sites in BmilTthire to the north-east of Hnntlv, uml 
mainly in the parishes of Gsijirie, Alvah, Boyndie, Mamocb, Ordiquhill, 
and Hath veu ; (II.) Aberdeenshire sites in the pariahs* of Oaintie and 
Glass; (TTI.) Sites to the north and the north-west of Huntlv ; and 
(nr.) She- to tile west of the river Spey, in Elginshire.

The- ground is flat, and the alto is not conspicuous, being, except to 
the south-east, below the level of closely adjacent fields.

This probably refers to tin- armlet already noticed us being found many 
years ago. 

No. 3. Qwotie Braes, Kirknde, Uamn ,, — This site is almost due 
north of Auclu-nbadie 2$ miles, but un the eastern lj«nfe of the Devtton, 
and only l mile south from tile Coaslguiml station in the town of 
Banff. The site, 100 font above the sea, is near the western extremity 
of a long-extended ridge miming east and west towards the river, and 
sloping to the north. The Stones have been placed on the flattest 
surface of the ridge. Their present unsightly condition is but another 
instance of the deplorable want of respect for megrllltlnc remains which 
has been so prevalent throughout these northern agricultural districts. 

Five Stones remain, but only one stands on its original We, The 
ground-plan (fig. 3) shows two lutses, almost contiguous, and at right 
angles to each other, an arrangement not in keeping with llie plans of 
tin* Stone Circles proper. The question wises, which of these tun 
Stones, both quite erect, is the more likely to he still ifi situ 1 This it is, 
I think, possible to answer by un examination of the Stone? themselves 
and their relative positions.

Then- i* in tiie Library ul the .Society n copy of the First Folio 
Shakespeare ihe famous edition of 1G23, the existence of which ia, 1 
bollova f unknown to the public, and indeed to many members of the 
Society. It. ifl not included in Mr Sidney Lea 1 * Census of Extant 
Copies/* stinl apparently tbore is no record i f it in our Trainsacfictt^ It 
is* bo far as I am aware > the only copy in Edinburgh* and (mm that the 
Scotland MaeGtJorgo copies Imve ehanried hands) one of the only four 
copies ee] Scotland, the others l*ung one in the library of Glasgow 
University, one In the Library of the late Mr A. EL Stewart* Glasgow, 1 
L-usd one TieloiLging to Mr W* L Watson, Ay ton, Abemefchy, 1 have 
noted ii few particulars regarding our*. 

I need not dwell on thr encoding iutw*t and value of such a 
pussewion, yfi Sidney Let 1 ]ms said of the First Folio that it H forms 
the greatest contribution made in a single volume to the socfllur 
literature "f any age or country, By l be Engltsh speaking pe ople# ii 
most always Ijc regarded an th>- proudest mumunent of their literary 
history. Its publication first gave permanent record tn the full range 
uf Shukcspeun/fl work. Of the thirty-six piny* which appeared in the 
volume, only sixteen hud Iwi'h printed iH earlier dutes —fifteen lei the 
author’s lifetime, and one, ' Othello/ potillnmmuplv. . . No less thud 
twenty dramas — nf which the greater number rank among the literary 
masterpieces of the world,—nine of the fourteen co medic* tlmt were here 
bra tight together for the first rime, live of tho ton histories, and six of 
the twfilvti- tragedies, wore rescued hy the First- Folio from urgent peril 
uf oblivion.

During the nineteenth ceuturv 
prices rem *t«adHfi and in our own time the appearuiue in tlto market 
of the American collector lifts sent them to enormaue figures. Iu IE91 
a copy wuh sold in Xow York for 4200 dollars— £fi40 —tihm the record 
price. In dune 1SS9 Mr 1‘ierpout lliwgon bought a copy from a London 
bookseller for £lQQi\ (Mr Morgan, by the way, own* three copies.) 
In the following month Mr S. E MuuGeorg* of Glasgow ptJ [L t 
Christie's for the Btdkrocba copy £1700: nud an 1901 the Donnes 
anutor copy was lought at Christie by Mi Bernard Quarifcdi, Junior, 
for JE17^0 + (Both this copy and Mr MacGemge’shavo gone to America.)

The earliest record .if the nieient church of KiUeitli dab-H from 120G, 
In t'lmt year, WHtiitiL, Archdeacon of Lothian, and parson of the church 
of Keldelefch, swore fealty Co Edward L ; and* from a iasr&tio of that 
monarch's reign, wo learn that this church, which was dedicated to St 
Koniigern, vrm tuted at nG marks, and pertained to the Priory of Colding- 
ham. Tilt the Eeforcniition, Kdleith. was regarded as Che appropriate 
I'Hfnetiee of the Archdeaconry of Lothian, changing its steins with its 
name, when, in 1 “jS4 p Jam?* VI, granted to the newly founded, college 
i.f Edinburgh the vicarage of Currie, with all it* endowments.

The soehUod Templar Stone (fig L 7) lies seven paces from the centre 
of the south trail of the modern church. This interesting relic of 
medieval times measures 4 feet 10 inches in length, 16 inchea in bread th, 
jiTid is tij Inches thick. Unfortunately it 1 h fractured, encrusted with 
lichen, and nut so well guarded ns its importance warren to. Tames

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and figure it in hi a Ot*i and N&?- Edinburgh. Unfortunately, 
again, it has shnmk 14 inches by $ inch os since the measurement* 
were noted in Old and Nrtc Edinburgh. Ite form seems also tn 
have changed, for Lli the work just cited it appears much wider at, 
the top than at the loot, while in #itn its aides run parallel. 

Thu distinguished appearance of this memorial among those of post- 
Reformation type is striking and instructive In design it is simple 
eliuI chaste, the absence of name or record intensifying its dignified 
rujtiplieity + A bead k worked round its npper angle*, its ornamentation 
otherwise Ijeing the ero&s and sword common to monuments of its class. 
The Btemless cross, of Maltese type* occupies u circular punch round 
which the roll Iwad is menlbninated m r and the lines of a scabltiml ate 
distinctly traceable by the side of the long, cross-hilted sword. 

The insignia of the hammerman's craft, a crown and hammer, 
appear un Mm 1 of tba few remaining table stones, and other detached 
eytul Hit^j 1 nnE.1l ocular and sacred, are common in the wider portion of 
the ground. The only representative of the sculptured figure type of 
memorial (I3g. 8) is a very curious example. The upper portion of its 
front or east face 3* covered by a winged cherub-head* under that being 
a couple o£ circular-headed and finely moulded panels, each containing a 
crude but graphic delineation of the human form. Thai on the left

From the arohjEologjcal point of view the moot Interesting relics nf 
the [wist are a couple uE small stones (hg. 10) now preserved within the 
Parish Church. These were discovered a few feet under ground whgo* 
in the grave inf tin- Rev. Dr Lang will ™ being dug. The larger 
slab shows a cross in low relief, an articulated head forming a circular 
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panel around it ; an incised abaft* very crooked, with Colvm-y, oapitelj 
und a ouple of projecting steps OT sub-base^. A irrofifl-hilted bwokI 
appears nti the right aide of the craw abaft, and a slightly worked bead 
ha~ surrounded the whole; This stone jsmwttim 34 inches long, H 
ilu'hes wide, and is 4 inches in thickness. The second sttonCj which i*? 
4 inches dmrter, 13 makes brood, and 5 inches thmk, is of a typo some¬ 
what less erudo than its neigh botin, The cross shaft es straight and 
unbroken, the cro^ itself standing in a truer relationship to the abaft 
than in the other example. The device incised here is a pair of shears, 
und it is not without significance that these are clearly attached to the 
shaft, of the cross.

[il the year 1750! the paris]i of Gaidar Clerlr, ur East Colder, was con¬ 
joined with Kirkn&wtuti, a new church Ijeing built on a central site for 
the Mtvice of the united r^ngregatioiis. Thu deserted churches were 
allowed to Ml into decoy* and 1 eventually, their A rents became pLice^ 
of family bttriuL Their old churchyards are still used for interments, 
Kirkncwton Parish Church having no burial ground attached to it; and 
within thaw ancient enclosure* many valuable relics of the post are to 
be &fien. 

The old churchyard of Eirknewton is situated half n mile eastwards 
of the church—it. prominent object in the neighhnurhnod of Mid-Colder 
Station—and at the eastern end of the piuLiiresque, old-world village. 
The site of the ancient church is indicated by a remnant of its walls, 
which measures 3fi feet long, feat liigh, and 37£ Inches thick. The 
only elaboration left ia a buttress projection, or wall return, the 

mnsonn 

throughout being of the square ashlar type common to medfevol 
structures. 

This old wall forms the east sick id the endowed tombs of the 
Campbell Maconochies of Mgadowliank, now known as Kitknewtmi 
House. A modern tablet over the entrance reach—" From 1GG2 The 
Burial Place of the Campbell Muconochiee- T of Mcadowhank, Formerly of 
1 overawe, Till in 17§0 the first Lord Meadowhiink Relented the present 
Cemetery m Enilso Parish." This tablet is surrounded by an older 
frame work, in the pediment of which is an oval panel hearing a mucli- 
worn mo ringmain 

The memorial of Captain Jamea Johnstone of Hill Herase, who 
died in 1782, w luiilt into the east side of the ancient masonry. It is 4 
lar^e and well executed work in classic style* with fluted pilasters, ami 
quaint capitals in which the acanthus leaf, thistles, and roses are inter¬ 
twined. Under the pediment m ft delicate floral scroll, resembling the 
old Adams ornament of Italian origin. 

The imposing tomb of the Cullens of Qnnieton occupies the sit*- uf 
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the ukoir of die undent church. This elaborate structure is of a 
mndfiin classic style, slightly Eli^bethan in feeling’ and uf muelleiit 
effect. Lord GuJleti, “an eminent judge, an elegant scholar, and qji 
accomplished gentleman,” lies buried here, as does hi* father, the 
celebrated Dr Cnlleu, whose profile in bnmae adorn* the western facade

Tlie only chnrchyard remnant of an artistic character is a quaintly 
designed slab which shows a couple of winged cherub-heads, u skull 
and huur-ghi^ over the pilasters flanking the undeciphemhk in&eription. 

The only other skb that is worthy of record is the memorial of a 
carpenter (tag, 1&), a much-worn monument, now placed against the south 
wall of the churchyanL The emble ma of mortal!ty, a sk nil and cro^honea 
supcniNposed, are of the usual grisly type ; a fractured hour^k^ leud^ 
the tluiught towards the sccuki -hviiiLoIb* a square carved in bold relief, 
and an incised axe. Very evidently the axe was an after-thought (as 
the design is completely proportioned without it), and has bet-n added 
to dfiiiiUKjsir.ite that no mere mason lay buried h.-iv.

The burial ground of fit Cuthbertfc Church, East. Colder, k as rich in 
graveyard symbolism as its western neighbour is poor.

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TRACES OF THE CULTUS OF THE NINE MAIDENS IN SCOTLAND- 
Bv J. M+ 31ACK INLAY. 3I.A, a h\ 3.A* (Losti. *m SWT*) 

The story of the Nino Maidens form* it picturesque chapter in the 
iinnalu of Scottish hagidogy* These Nine Maidens were sisters, daughters 
uf St Dtmevald, otherwise .Donald, a Scot, who settled among tin* Firi* 
Their exact date is uncertain^ but they m>- said to have flourished early 
in the eighth century* They lived id whu is mw the parish of Glamb, 
in F'-rhirshire, where St Fergus died later in the same century. Their 
home there was in the Glen of Ogilvy, now forming part of the pue&e&ifion* 
of Lhe noble family of Strathmore* 

In bis Kahrwlar, under 15th duly, Adam Xing Iilis this entry : "The 
y virginal dnehter* Lm a ilonewaldfi vnder king engenins ye 7. Id 
mitlKtid” 1 The tradition is thus given by Eelleiiikn, who, it is to 
he noticed, aligns seven instead of Mina daughters to St iVmevald ; “ In 

his (Eugeni os's) time was Dtmevald, the holy man; quhilk levit ana 
subir life at Ogilvy, hiddin Among Pichib in grH vuneratioum It is add 
that he had VII doimtiteria, qubilt levit with him in gret pennance, on 
heir hreid and wattir. Thay eit nevir E-t mils on the day; and the 
reutdow ihniraf oceupyit in continewal labour and orison." - The names 
.sf only two of the Niue Maidens tire recorded. Stewart, in h ie metrical 
version of Bnece J 3 Chwweles of Seutlawl, flays:—

Jervis sayEr: “The 
Nine Maiden Well was near the old dove-cot within, the Castle park of 
Glamis, where probably stocd a chapel which was inscribed to tkes& 
holy sisters." K 

U[i the death of their father St Done void, the Nine .Maidens, not 
wishing to l*e without n proU-tor, removed to Abernetliy near tlm Earn 
in Perthshire, still noted for its round tower, akin to the round tower of 
Brechin, though earlier in date than the latter. What then happened is 
thus narrated by Belleitden :

Bower* tlie contmuittor of Fonlun, tells what lie says 
ho found in ;i certain chronicle of the church of Aboniethy/vie., that, 
iiiier (Jamard had built the church there, St Patrick introduced St 
Bridget into Scotland, with her nine virgins, and offered to (lod, to tlie 
blessed Mary, and to tlie blessed Bridget and her virgins, all the lands 
and tithes which the prior and cations have from of old. 

In the Pktith Qkrtmide a we rend that in tlie fifth year of Nectao, 
who ruled over the Piets from 457 till 481, the King gave (^immolavit^) 
Abernethy to God and St Bridget till the day of judgment ( u ad diem 
judicii ”), and that Barlugdadi (caHsd by an amwhroniflm Abliess of 
Kildare) was present and sang Alleluia over thn gift ( 4I ramtavit alleluia 
sttpfir i.siani liostiant ?? ). 

DrW, F. Skene observes: lt KiL.bire was* as we know, dedicated to 
tlie great virgin saint of Ireland, St Bridget or Si Bride, and was the 
mother-church of all her foundations ; hut there was within the country 
of the Piets one church in especial which wm also dedicated to St Erid«H 3 
and wits held to 1 m in n manner alb I in till to that el Kildare, sutd LhaL 
was the church of Abernathy.

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NOTES ON A RRASS TABLE CLOCK BEQUEATHED TO THE SOCIETY 
OF ANTIQUARIES OF SCOTLAND BY THE LATE HUGH h KOLLO, 
WAp AND A SILVER-CASED TABLE CLOCK BEQUEATHED TO 
THE SOCIETY BY THE LATE LADY JANE DUNDAS. By ALEX¬ 
ANDER J r S. BROOK. FJLA. 3mvr. 

The Society of Antiquaries of Scotland received Ift&t year f by sl lusquoM. 
of the late Hugh J. Rollo, AV,S d1i a large gilt- brrts& duck ; alul ul&o* in 
April ISO^p by a bequest of tlio late Lady Jane Dtmdas, a fL iver alarum 
repeatin'* cloek-watch. 

Them is neither an authentic history mr even n traditional story 
attached to these, and the subject perhaps more Bin table for a bum- 
logical society ; but as the clocks in tbernaelves Mis exceedingly interesting, 
and ate exhibited in our Museum,, they have been thought worthy of 
being described. 

The lirnt < rf thmm is in the shape of it large watch, mid measure* 
fii inches in diameter* 3| inches thick, and weighs about 7 lbs. 
avoirdupois (Kg- 1} + It haa it gilt brass ease* elaborately pierced 
and engraved all over, the primary purpose of the pierced work at. the 
hack and rim heing to emit the eaund freely* 

Both the bade and front are domed s the front cover where the glas* 
of a watch in usually Kxod being very open and pierced by a series of 
eccentric circle On the buck {% 2) m a circular shield decorated with 
u battle- or eiege-scune in coat relief work, surrounded by ei border of 
pie rood ornament of u slightly Got] sic character. There h attached to 
the rim a loop anil ring for suspending the i-hw-k. 

The dial y, gilt brass, ehiMursitely chased and engraved- Outside the 
hour chapters Is a large circle divided into four, with little brass knot* 
at each quarter, nn.l those quarters are again divided into fifteen suli- 
divlflionss t«N repn-wnt the tiiiniLtf*. The hour chapters ute in ordinary 
iioiuan figures inside the quarter circle, atid they also have little brass 
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knobs immediately above Lhenu This would unable « person in the 
dark to tail the hour by fe*crlinpf the ham is and comparing them with the 
knobs* and iL would also 1 *h suitable for use by u blind jierswm. Inside 
the outer circle of Henna□ numerals h a circle of Arabic figure* begin¬ 
ning with IS under one o'clock and running up to 24, The inner [rarl 
of the circle is ornamented with a sun in splendour,. Both hour' si ml 
minute-hands are made- of steal* 

The movement is a complicated one* striking the hour* and quarts 
on two bells. The larger of these belle, which lies neatly inside the euse s 
i* ffitnick by the hour bn.miner, and the smaller ur quarter bell lies in 
the inside bottom of the larger one. This lust is in the shape of A 
shallow saucer, tvs it must of necessity occupy tittle spare The larger 
hell is also pierced for the emmion of the sound of the smaller one 
which lies inside it. The movement, which h jointed to the ease* when 
shut down occupies the space inside the larger hell. 

From this brief description an idea may be formed of the iimiiigeiiienl 
of the movement, and bolls inside the cnso 3 whore the space h eeonomi 
colly utilised. The platos i<f the movement are "f gilt brass, and the 
wheels of the quarter and striking train of steal* It is evident tlmt at 
one time one of the wheels in the quarter trim has been injured and 1ms 
been replaced by a brass one. Ilia wheels of the going train are ,’l 
brass. The escapement is that known m the verge, which* although 
varying in detail is the earliest form of escapement with which we are 
acquainted- It h dw fitted with a brass balance and on ordinary steel 
balance spring* 

In this dock there is no fusee to control the force of the spring* 
although this was invented as early as IflSS, but in ito place there is 
applied to the going train an earlier contrivance known as tho stack- 
freed {fig. 3). This was meant to n^guhib 3 and equally the motive 
force, as a spring fully wound up is very much stronger than when 
nearly ran down. It is not of the usual shape met with, and may he 
regarded ati improved form. It conflicts of a strong carved spring, 
with a roller at its extreme end f resting on a snail which It valves as the 
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runs dawn, IV hen the clock is ran down, the roller rest* lightly 
vn the smallest diameter uf rlie snail, and does not mild the pull of the 
mainspring ; but when the spring is 1>etug wound i»p, the snail also turns 
in the winding. It thus presents a larger diameter to the roller of die 
stackfreed, which presses hurder on the increasing di ameter, and when 
fully w.nind it rests cn the full diameter of the srnrfJ with the greatest 
press lire, so that its pressHie and retarding influence are in proportion to 
the pull of the mainspring. This piece of mechanism was only applied

time-keeping, it, was quickly discarded. 

Tbere were rarely any winding holes in the eases „{ rixteentlmientury 
dtacks and there are none in this one. To attach thu key to the winding 
-■Hpmres the case lnu I,, be opoaed and din movement, turned oat, There 
is attached to the thick by (V ribbon n key, which, although undoubtedly 
juitiijnfi, "lues not appear to l>e cho origiiml on*. 

There is happily no iloiibt an to where, nor by whom, mid approxi¬ 
mately when this interesting old timekeeper was; made. On early dock* 
nuil watches the maker's name is rarely found ; but occasionally the 
town mark or the workman's mark is stamped on one of the plrites, and 
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■a this n-lui-k there is found, struck >>n the upper plate of the movement, 
ihe device "f ii crossed shovel and npmle lw tween tin 1 initkls “H. U," 
(brr I), Through an inquiry in the HiiTuhyimt Jam-uni it ims been 
adctu'teined that tbto murk was used by the old Nuremberg watchmaker 
Esins Gruber, who heetmni ■ la^or ..f the Loc&mniths'Guild in 155^ 
and, as is recorded in an old obituary lfta>k "f tin- myjil 
district arohives of Nuremberg, died in January 1597, m 
tlnii fetwasn these twu yaora tin* clock was made. The 
device ie interesting, as it in a play on the name of the 
maker. A M griLhflr lf is a digger, so the spfide mi d 4i a t t .rC Mark, 
shovel are peculiarly appropriate. In the iTcnminisehe

The fixing of die date and the present condition of the clock nueis 
many interesting points as to the amount nf alteration and renovation 
the movement hud undergone when Inter improwmelim and di^/uvaries 
iti the mechumsLii of clucks wore made. At the period of its manufac¬ 
ture screws wore just coming into use, Germany being the couij try of 
their origin* and most of the screws in thin timekeeper show themselves 
so bo band-made; although one or two have been replaced by marc 
modern ones. It is elIso evident that the escapement is not the original 
■ im: h ns the Iwilanco spring was nut invent^l rill I Gn£ 3 :sin] it i> most 
likely I hat, with the o^-ptinn of tike inaiu wheel, a rceiv going train of 
brnsa wheels with a balance and balance spring were supplied at a much 
later date. Tins. E* evident from an uxmiiination of the wheels. The 
new ones arc clearly ftifwhine-uttt and well finishtHl, and were likely 
supplied ffu1*ae*|uentlj la ItirtO, while the older Hted whmik are i* 
clearly cut by hand with a hk% A regulator, consisting of a pinion and 
segment of ft circle carrying the regulating pin», has also been supplied. 
The addition of a miiiute-lumil to clocks is tin?t recorded oa bn vine taken 
place in IflKr and in this instance fin* ftltcratirm has been so carefully 
done as not to leave any trace.

Table docks or watches of the sixteenth century are exceedingly mre, 
and, outside of museums and collection*, there are almost no specimens 
to W met with, so that the truest of \[ r Hugh J. R 0 D 0 of this clock f, 
the Museum is of great value, 

Silver Table Clock die Clock-Watch. 

The smaller table clock might be more comedy styled an alamm 
repeating dock-watch. It measures 3$ inches in diimetor, 2 inches in 
thickness and weighs l Hr 12 im avoirdupois. Jt- maker was Nicholna 
Bernard, who worked in Paris about 1700. A watch made by him is 
exhibited in thu South Kei^togton M 

The case of this watch is of direr, elaborately pierced and engraved 
with French decoration of the period '(fig. 5). The centre of die back 
is filliil with scrolls of floral ornament with cupide introduced. In the 
nm, which is treated in similar style, are introduced two curious tilting 
scenes. In one tw,. winged knights, mounted respectively on a goat and 
a dug, are tilting with sharpened lam-os; ami in the other, two wingu.l 
cupids, mounted on hobby-horses formed of poles with the heads res¬ 
tively of a horse and a cow, are lilting with Linens with windmill-shaped 
tern E Elation* ut the p mtitH, 

Tiie watch has an enamnUed dial with Roman chapters, the minutes 
lieing numbered on the top of the chapters from 5 to CO in Arabic 
figures. In the centre of the dial is a movable circle nbu etiamelled 
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with Ambic figures I to 12 for the datum (fig. 6). Enamelled dials 
were not introduced till tho middle uf the seventeenth century, so tlur 
I Ills may he regarded m a fairly early specimen. it has ornamental 
bra** Imndft, decidedly French in pattern. The plates of the movement 
him- gflt brass with ornamental pillar*. It has the verge escapement with 
an ordinary steel balance and balance spring. The goiiig train s* fitted 
with a fusee. It h m also the mure modern ^teel winding chain to 
connect the fusee with the mainspring barrel instead of gut, which was 
used iti aider tnhle oiocks. 

I t strike the hours an a Urge lnull which lie* like a lining inside the 
Liaae.

In she back of the ease there ate piercer! three bolts which aba go 
through the bdl lying behind it to give occew to the winding squares. 
In miLTiy clock* such as tins, where no provikkaa wm made for excluding 
th* dnat entering through these hole*, an outer case, frequently of silver 
arid ehagreen or torEoisc-*]n-Jl T was provided. Bat there does not seem 
ever La have been such n cswe for this dock. The length of she pendant 
and the height of the raised joint of the front lieril exclude the prob¬ 
ability of tide. 

This watch in one nsapoct is quite a cunt,mat to that first 
described, os its movement does not seem to have been renovated 
■ t improved, but presents now the identical appearance its must have 
Imd originally. 

It is in such good condition mid preservation that, il it had a few 
*bght repaint 11 eould again tvm oe its old duty uf measuring the flight 
of time. 

There ore attached by u ribbon to the bow of the watch a silver 
winding key and two silver heals. The key, which in winding or 
HMtt-iug the hands is used ; Sfl a crank (fig. 7), is oij ^xtremejy fine 
specimen.

A shallow grave having h«en 
scooped out of the surface uf tike ground, the Ikody wib; placed in it* 
and a largo quantity of charred wood, or soil mixed with charred wood* 
was scattered over and around it. Judging by the two re m aining teeth, 
the body was tlmL u l an adult. Above the body, and surrounded by the 
charred matter, o drioking-eup urn was placed ereut. This urn having 
been found in fi*gmeute, it was impossible to ascertain if its contents 
differed from the matter amongst which it mm placed A mmiuil uf 
sandy clay w;is then heaped up over the deposit to the depth of several 
feet.

It w*b conclusively shown that tha mound imil been increased after 
eacli burial. Thu tumult]* had imt licen raised u> its greatest height 
mj mediately alter the first Interment and before the other two* and 
opening afterwards made in it to receive the latter deposits* Had 
this been so, the sides of such excavations would have been clearly 
markeLl by the black material of die deposits, hut there was no din- 
cole ration of die yellow sandy clay which immediately covered them, 

are tmahio to say whether the three burials were contemporary or 
not, but if it he the case that the material of the mound, wa* brought 
from acme distance—and there is no difference between the eoil at dm 
foundation and at die top—it wouhl aeean not improbable dial- all three 
were nearly con temporary, or a t least belonged to one generation, as 
the persons who completed the mound must have been its touch with 
those who began it. Rut p if die first interment were made some thne 
previous to the other two, it is almost certain that tlmy took place 
about the same time. There can be little doubt that the smaller pave- 
uioiit was kid in connection with die second interment, and m the 
Taws of pebbles connected it with die third burial, we may consider 
them to have l^en made about the same time atid by the same persons.

specisil purpose. If laid on the surface it would point to die mound 
having mcregsed by some inches all ovofj by the nccuiuulatiim of

and on the other parts of the surfnee of the mound; at all partn 
extejit above the pavement the decayed vegetation would be mixed 
with the underlying yellow sand.

As regards the relative positions of the Stones, and the possibility of 
their being the remnants of a Circle* one would expect that the 
broader and stmighter iide of the East Stone would l>e placed fat: Eng 
towards Urn rfuitre* which arrangement would have been more in 
keeping with that which usually obtains in, at any rata, the greater 
Stone Circles. 

Xext, the Stone* seem individually too toll and motive to hnve been 
members of a Circle whose diameter was less than 20 feet. Lastly, we 
could hear of no tradition of a Circle here. 

Suggestions towards an excavation wore made to Mr Dobie ; but, so far 
lls I know, none has yet been made. 

The occurrence of Standing Stones in couples is probably somewhat 
rare in Scotland^ and evidence is yet lacking to explain their purpose. 
In Thmmste^ Caithness, Hr Joseph Anderson many years ago examined 
the ground between and around the bases of two great monoliths ; but 
there were no relics disclosed!. The same negative result was obtained 
at the CrHLtitV. Grave, at Loeheud, i lllnbnny, explored by l>r Robert 
Mnnro and Mr R. C. Haldane, the proprietor. Further investigation is 
therefore much needed in the case of this fresh megul ithic problem.

This discovery, and the prompt action taken by Sir Herbert Maxwell 
so wards the preservation of the sculptured i-uk, occurred so long ago as 
1883. Three years later an account of same of these sculptured 
surfaces appeared in The Galloicay Gazette, accompanied by (so far as I 
recollect) only one illustration. This was described and reproduced 1 in 
my last notice of Cop* and Ring-marks,

Throughout the whole of its progress the work of deuritig out the 
ruins was most interesting* and now that it i* finished, we have propped 
up the wails where necessary, and cemented loose ^torjfis and cracks, so 
that the CAstle on its little wood^l ieknd is now fl phttouesque uhjemt of 
interest and instTuetion; and 1 hope that this account may stir up other 
owners of castles to do their lies! ior their preservation.

Travellers by tilt him burgh and Glasgow Bui way seldom fail to 
notice a small clnrop of hills that lies rather more than n mile to the 
north-west of Cray Station.

II. Mn VVmTKLAw'a Excavations. 

An entirely fresh chapter in the history ,'f the fort was opened 
in 1 [102. En the preface to the Report already quoted, cordial 
acknowledgment is made of the liljorality with which Mr Alestuiuhr 
WldteJuw <>f Gartshore had placed at the service "f the Clasgow 
Committee tfar Is hour necessary fur cutting the mime runs MoHans of 
Kamport and Ditch made at Cray mid at Bar Hill. If his generosity 
deserved warm recognition then, Mr Wliitelaw Lins now laid under a 
much deeper obligation all who are in anyway interested in the fiory 
of Human Britain. With .i public spirit that is beyond praise, he h, 
had the cutup and its eurrnunithigB systematically explored at lifa own 
expense, keeping in rinse personal tmucli with the work throughout, and 
lotting It he dearly mulct : t '<.il that excavation WHS ii. proi-cnd until 
tlotre was no tiling unj-ri 1 to he discovered. It it 1 hut fnir to add that the 
siirnw achieved in dm* in no small measure t-. the entliiisiivon, care, ami 
wellwusisoiied perception of Mr -ToLo M‘]Wush, the forester on the 
IJiirtsli'ure Estate, to whom was entrusted tlxe duty of immediate supr- 
virion, Mr M’Intoih has ahso rendered vdfunbie aid in the praponiion 
of the present Report. 

Operations were mnimenctid on November -Oth, liltf-. Attention 
< Thr .■jJlhllLJJIC JFllft, t'if., p. HA. 
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was first directed to those points where the surface indications were at 
all abnormal. The field had been under cum, and several patches* 
showed *fcuhhle -jf un usually vigorous growth. An hour or two sufficed 
lo dispose of these. Ou tlieir being * pitted/ the evidence was such us 
to suggest that, at some time or other, at least some uf them hud been 
lire places. Underneath hhcIi was a layer of wuod ashes, fro nt 1 to i feet 
thick, with a large stone in the centre. The spot next chosen for 
attack lay almost exactly in the middle of the fort It had long been 
remarkable for its peculiar greeniu-As in spring and early summer. The 
sloping pound immediately l.j the south of it, too, was frequently dump. 
Digging soon revealed the cause of those phenomena. Less than u f oo t 
beneath the surface the workmen struck the kerb of an old well. 

Such o discovery on the very fir+t morning was a piece of rare gnmt 
fortune, and it was followed up without deity. In the face of consider- 
able difficulties, the well (which hod plainly been filled up „f »et 
purpose) was entirely cleared out. The upper stratum wu« diaappoint- 
ing. It consisted wholly itf building material — pieces of freestone of 

various sizes, sometimes -tressed, but generally quite rough_piled in 

hopeless confusion. At » depth of 12 feet there came te light the 
capital of a column, the prwtnaur of much that was interesting. On 
November 22nd tin- workmen were 17 feet down, and had recovered 
five capital.* ntid bancs of pillars, lot linear fast uf round columns, and 
one fragment of an inscribed tablet, At thu juncture it U. r 
necessary to erect overhead gear. In view of the great weight of thv 
steues and the consequent danger of serious accident, it was deemed 
advisable to employ two winches, ne to let down and pull up the man 
who attached the tackle for haulage, the other to bring to the surface the 
columns, Imwss, and capitals that now- funned nn almost solid muss, the 
larger pieces usually jammed hard against Use atone *cradling* of the 
tvcll. With a total diameter of not more than 4 feet, the Hjiairo cm- 
di lions were extremely trying. The water idso proved very iron blear miv 
rising with steadily increasing rapidity. To keep it under, a running 
gear with two buckets had to bo constantly in motion. 
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All oh#t&dg4 Were, however, urtMK ; and the deeper the workmen 
descended, thie keener the Lnteresl.

more portions of pillars and a few pieces of oak. On Monday the 
23th, besides further portiema ef pillars* the spoils included an inscribed 
altar (found 33 feet down), the horn of a red ileer T a single coin (which 
was testing on the edge of one of the ‘cradling " stones), a number of 
bits of squared oak, the frame and pulley wheel that had belonged to the 
original overhead gearing, sslld man y pieces of iron. On. the 27th r nt 
3£ feet, there was found a broken amphora of great a it& 7 with a bug of 
what looked like loots inside the largest fragment, is well m a niisceh 
laneoits collection of objects of iron. Bottom w as finally touched ;U 43 
feet, 1 nirn I'd lately above, u stratum of mud and small atones, 2| feel 
in thickness, had Imu encountered. Tim whole of the material of which 
it wjfcs composed was carefully washed through riddles, With the result 
that a number of coins and oth^r small objeci? were recovered. The 
foundations of the 4 cradling 1, were then strengthened with cement, the 
bottom filled in with concrete and the well allowed to fill with water. 
Fig. 1 is a fi+zw taken after all was over. In the background are shown 
acme of the building-stones that had bean used to fill the uppermost 
portion. 

An inventory of the contents of this wonderful cache will be given 
below. Its exploration provided a powerful incentive to further investh 
gation of the site, and the hiibsequant operations, though fruitful in many 
ways* famished no episode nearly to exciting, The work proceeded- 
more or less mteniiitu-'istly, according to tftc season—until the summer of 
lUGfip During the first few months of it* course the excavator* were 
much hnmperad by wet weather, and particularly by a succession of 
heavy rainstorms, which interrupted the digging, caused the excuvatiouM

When 
the whole hud fieeii openvd up, there finally emerged the outline ahotm 
in red upon, the Plan { 1-latk IL) ? end here reproduced independently a* 
fig, m 2 r Ttn form spoaka for itself so clearly thin verbal description I* 
hardly necessary. 

The sluipe and size of the fort proper are indicated l>y the course 
of the inner ditch. It was uhlong, ivftli slightly rounded comets. The 
major axis ran nearly dm? S-W. and X.F. t and had il total length ■■£ 
1,91 feet, measured over the ditch at either side. The minor ax i-*, 
similarly measured, had a length of IfiO feet. After deduct inn for the 
breadth of the ditch* this giveaan Interior area of little mom tlsow half 
an acre.

Contiguous to the fort cm the S*W. was an aunese having the shape 
of an Irregular quadrilateral.

■^erve, A comparison of Plan (Plate IT.) mud Sections (Plate III.) 
will show that any water accumulating i n the inner ditch of the fort 
would lie dp lined off westwards by the ditches of the <?/jwpjv, At one 
point the southern ditch of the flftfwuv dipped into a hollow, and just 
there; it was tapped by a long conduit, dug into Ithe clay and covered 
with large flag-stones. So corresponding provision was necessary on 
fclit S \Y. r 03 on that n-idn the indiimttou of the ground was such that 
the northern ditch of the ruined would drain tile other ditches intn the 
most westerly ditch of all, 1 This last, it should be ol served* was 
afterwards transformed* by the engineers of the second ocvujtttion, into 
the inner ditch of the lut^r fort — a circumstance that gave not a little 
trouble to the excavators. They owe the solution of l heir difficulty to 
a timely visit from Mr Kaverfield* 

As has already been sfcifEsd, the whole of the early ditches were cleared, 
except, of course, where they pussi-d hcimth tin? walls of the later or 
Aiitoninc building*. It is noteworthy that the only relic they yielded 
was one old shoe. The usual method of opening them wna to dig a 
narrow treuah down the centre. The earth then slipped away from the 
sides and was easily shovelled out.

Fig. « will wrve to illustrate the dewttptiou just given-f tin- stone 
foundation. It is it view uf thn NJ1 comer, taken from the north-west, 
: md it is interesting ns showing that at this point the r,impart was pierced 
1, ¥ n well-made conduit, built of heavy, dressed etoties, and having a 
width of 1 foot li inches There wiih a similar conduit near the N.W. 
comer, hut no corresponding provision could ire discovered at either of 
the southern angle--;. The inner kerb is well displayed in fig. 7, which 
represents a fotipitudiiinJ section of the western rani purl, looked «l from 
within the fort. AImvh the kerb cun he semi a considerable portion of 
the original turf wall, with the familiar dark line* pencilled across it* 
face. This and other sretions were awumned with particular attention. 
It wa* found that the dark lines, ur carbonised straUi, were generally 
about ludf an inch thick, and that they occurred nl interval* of from 
4 to 6 inches. Tlnf?c ilinienHinus suggest that the layers of turf 
had been plated grass to jgmss, 1 it plan not uncommon to this day 
in the construction of turf fences. As a matter of fort, it sometiines

jit the top. When the loose earth was cleared away by the excavators, 
these I mi 11 k-5 were found intact. 

In the light of the descriptions just given* it will net be hard to con¬ 
jure up a picture of what the outward appearance of the Antoni no forL 
must have been while it. was entire- That picture would typical of 
inijsfcof the second-century Roman forts in North Britain, And it may 
f)e interesting to compare if with the following verbal sketch of 
frontier post in quite another portion of the Empire.

broken and corroded piece* of several others. These facts are in 
complete* accord with an inference to which the diameter of the min* 
Themselves will be found to point. They indicate that a good deal of 
rimney changed hands in or about the building, and that some of the 
minus wen- devoted to purposes connected with the toilet. In other 
words, they suggest that what we have here is the wreck of the public 
bath* and their ordinary adjuncts. 

Ail examination of the internal arrangements render* the conclusion 
, L certainty. The division next the gate yielded quantities of stones, 
isshes, burned w-khI, ami broken pottery of the coarser sort. Its lower 
portion was furnished with a hypocauKt, the brick pillars of which 
mumbled away rapidly when exposed to the frosty aUncmphera* Much 
eamenthod Imcii tifiisfl in its ooiifttmction; many large pieces nearly as 
ban! at* stone were among the fragments.

It 
was found on the top of the latrine trench, just where it lies in tin- 
picture, and it shows that the sente were of ^tnne. 

(>) Qihtsr BuUding* of Sfciw.—Mure or less doubtful judication^ of 
ntlkor stDiie buildings came to light here and there; but there was 
nothing that could be called definite or certain. And there was at least

1 At Bur Mill, in accordance 
with the taunt usual r.ufttoni s tkey lay parallel to the Via Principalis. 
lift ut Arduch, ibt-y wera of wood. No sleeper-tracks were observed ;

Beyond tlifl bare facts stated above, them if- not much to be said about 
the Barracks, Thu material i b too scanty to justify any but the most 
general conclusions. We cannot even say how many separate bloche 
there were. The retentura^ or southern portion of the fort, contained 
indisputable vestiges of three, numbered Ill,, IY, S and Y. upon the Plan, 
We may lie sure that there was a fourth close beside them. Jr k hardly 
likely that there were any others. In the pmdentura the temELins were 
far \zm ahiimfank Only two wooden buildings—numbered 1, and Ik 
upon the Plan—could be positively located north of the Pmoteriuiti, and

the space available here was much more extensive, and the measure¬ 
ments lead one to suppose that ten this quarter there must be not lee?- 
than three wooden buildings altogether unaccounted for. That would 
give a total of at least nine for the whole fori, the odd number lieing 
explained by the intrusion of the Baths, 

The best preserved of the Barrack Blocks was the one that lay in the 
extreme S.W. (Xu. V ). If we include ell the post holes that appear to 
have belonged to it and to Its adjuncts, we get a length of 123 feet and a 
breadth uf 31 feet—a fjdrly close approximation to the dimensions given 
by Hvgiuus for the equivalent unit in a temporary civmp (130 feet bt 
30 fs«t). It can, however, be proved that the actual building was not 
quite so large. Fig. 20 is a view, looting eastwards, along the more 
northerly uf the two longest rows of boles that marked its outline. 
Observe the lino of stones set up on edge Ixddnd the posts. The pur 
pose of these was obvious. The building lay upon a slope, and the 
stones wens Intended to prevent the water that run down the hill from 
snaking its way beneath the wsdl, This, therefore, was the true bach. 
Measured from here to tbc front, the breadth was 24 to tf ■ 1 font Similarly, 
measured from the western extremity of the line of stones, the length 
was not mcm than 1 ID feet. It was only 87, if the most easterly of the 
three cross rows represents a verandah mid not a partition. The ac- 
ueptance of the last hypothesis would deprive t» of any evident# for a 
division of the building into compartments. But the original existence 
of such compartments would remain heyond duuht. The testimony from 
other sites is decisive. Incidentally, tlio stones Hfit on edge furnish 
proof that this block of barracks faced towards the S. That was a 
marked ud vantage. In the case of a sudden alarm, it would bo the work 
of a moment to man the southern rampart. 

The vista oE fig. 10 exhibits almost all that was left of the two more 
northerly uf the Barrack Blocks in the retenlum (Nos. III. and I\.). It 
is taken from the eastern end. Although the post-holes seem, in the 
illustration, to stretch io till unbroken line, there is really (as the Finn on

In these 
dreu instances, it suggestion that originated with Mr Mint rah deserves to 
be carefully weighed* Hi* view fc that the recess was employed for 
cremation—thnt it wna* in iaei, the ndtimm of the forL He suppose* 
that the fireplace below the soarceiiiant would be piled up with dry fuel p 
ii lid that the lwwly would then be lowered on a strong hurdle of green 
wnnd, the endH of width would rest upon the ledge provided by the 
scureemenl. It will l>e noted that the diameter (T fact) auits thin 
hypothesis exactly^ The fire would he kindled and fed from beneath, 
and the hurdle would rapport the Itfidy until it was wholly consumed. 
It is ii mutter for regret that it was not found pu&sibk to %m this theory 
Iiv having specimens of the ash niicroscopiuuJIy examined. An oppor¬ 
tunity for that may oceur elsewhere, Ln the meantime it is worth 
jMuting out that, Ef cremation was to lie ulfoctivc, aoim? such syateta 
im has lieen described would lw iiManti&l.

The relics include about fifty fragments of battle gloe*. So fhr as can 
he judged, the bottles have jdl been of the ordinary square form.

The colour is genu rally u bluish gmm B but 
three pieces of perfectly dear bottle or jar glass were recovered from the 
refuse-holes. Taken ns it whole, the bottles have hnen strong and sub- 
siutritiuL Probably they were imported along with their con tents. At 
the same time, the manufacture of ghtA was certainly carried on ins Ida 
the fort. Many small lumps of gloss slag were picked up within the 
area of the workshop*. It may well bo that the glass for the windows 
was home-made, Of window-glasa there are about thirty fragment^ the 
largest of which measures 0 inches by 3L One side is invariably 
oh&cure, showing that the sheets were run on a sJak The average 
thickness is about | of an inch, and the usual tint is a well-marked 
bluish gtr-rm, There is, however, one little piece of n whitish colour, 
about ^; T of an inch lldck. 

Personal ornaments of any kind are very few In number. But a 
smooth and peculiarly elongated bluish bend of vitreous paste has 
evidently been strung on a necklace. It la quite unlike the usual 
ribbed and melon-shaped bead of glass paste or earthenware which one 
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la uocn^onwd fcM^ jdute ivitli the Rottimio-lStrtiidi pern id. The latter 
type is ropraiented by live specimens, till of the same grseuish colour.

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TliH analogy with Birreiis holds good unco more. If less elaborate iu 
form, 1.1 if inscription is nf exactly the same kIosr .us that upon the lorgo 
tablet from the Dumfriesshire 1 station' with the name of the Second 
Cohort of the Tuutjri. 1 Ami the ’find-spot * is alec the same. Closely 
akin is the stoiw -Sitt up by the Sixth Cohort of ihr Xcrvii ui Rough 
Castle. 2 In all three eases the remains were discovered in the front court 
of the Praetorhan. We m &y safely conclude that n similar sluh occupied 
a prominent position in the corresponding quarter of all the second 
century Roman forts in North Britain. It recorded the mmo of the 
corps that had formed the original garrison. 

Under the Empire it was a recognised principle of army administration 
that the frontier |Hmts should bo defended, not by the legionaries, but 
by the less costly levies known ns auxiliary cohorts. The particular 
cohort mentioned in the new inscriptions hud originally been recruited 
among th« Batsiaaii- This people probably, had their permanent home 
somewhere «1 suit tin* months of the Rhine, near the borderland where 
Celt and Teuton met. To which of the two stocks they belonged it is 
impossible to say. The sum of our information regarding them amounts 
to little more than that they were neighbours of the Tungri and the 
Xervii, and that they were among the tribes who took part in the great 
revolt ( ivilla. 14 We have clearer ideas as to the history nf the unit 
they contributed to the Roman army of occupation in Britain. Military 
diplomas of the years 103 and 1114 a-W. prove that the First Cohort uf 
the Raetasii wns in the island at least «* early as the beginning of the 
second century.* They must liavc lain for some time at UxeUodumim 
( File ills iroogh, near .Maryiiort), close to the western end of Hadrian’s 
wall, for their presence there is attested by no fewer than five inscriptions, 1 '

(a) Structural Fragment *.—AUnaion has already been made to the 
stumps of posts found in the post-holes. They nurolwred comsidembly 
ovor u bundled, tmd were nil of .ink.

Re main s of similar wheels have been found elsewhere, A nave with 
fragment* of a pokes was discovered ut the pre-Roman Lake-Yillagfe near 
(Flttsi'inhury. "When whole, ibe Glastonbury wheel most lam had twelve 
spokes* The ilinitiiflions indicate that, all over, it \ml been elightly 
larger than the present example ; the diameter, without felloe, had been 
30| inches. The nave, however, which was without iron or ornament of 
any kind, was smaller : its greatest length was 13£ inches and its greatest 
diameter ~l inches. Tins various parts were lathe-turned and highly 
finished.™ Portions of several wheels have also come to light at tbe 
Hunlburg. 3 But even the most considerable of these in not nearly $a well

comparatively rude workmanship. But the chief feature of interest is 
that here, as at Bir Hill, ihe felloe w ils entire, and that here too it war 
formed of a suigb piece of ash, Vet. At one point there had been u 
fracture, which had bwn cleverly minded with a hit of iron and ji nail. 
For the fittest analogy of nil, hownver, we must return to Scotland. 
The excavations «ow in progress (190S J at Nnwetead, Tiisir Melrose, have 
yielded two wheel*, complete hut for portions of the spokes. In their 
details they bear a very strung resemblance to that from Bar IlilL The 
main difference in Ihe absence of the inlaid iron decoration on the ends 
of the nave. 

This diflWM emphasises the superior make and style of the Bar 
Hill example. It ia perhaps justifiable to conclude that tlm latter had 
belonged to a vehicle of mote then usual important In any event its 
presence at the l«Htotu of a refuse-holo j« curious. Hud it been worn 
nnil broken, there would hiive been an intelligible motive for throwing 
it aside. But the very reverse is the case. It must Jwre been in the 
best of condition when tossed into its strange hiding-place. Why whs 
it treated as a thing of nought I The possibility at once suggest* itself 
that it may have been native, not Homan—the relic of mi assault 
repelled or of some stridit-u field. Thu suggestion is one which, on its 
merits, it would lie dangerous u> push too strenuously. On the either 
irnnd, it forces us to u*k : is there any proof tliaL the wheel i B really of 
Roman workmanship ? And to this the reply must, in the meantime, be 
in the negative We may go further. There ore indications that the 
bidden of smuh proof would h& heavy. 

It is true that the Greeks, and a fortiori the Romany were familiar 
with the process "f curving wood hi form the feline* of wheels. In one 
of his similes Theocritus introduce* the picture of a oftachbuilder who 
uses heat to bend the young branches of the wild fig-tree to his purpose.' 
Even in Homer there is possibly a I lint of something of the kind.' But 
bronze enters largely into the construction of the actual remains of 
chariot-wheels HiW-weied in Mt'ditomuiean countries—at (Amine, at

An exhaustive 
clbUiaibcntioit of these undo? thetr proper I Mm name* does not appear to 
be possible. Romo and it* neigh ho nrhood naturally dominate the 
literary tradition, fuid the same is true of math of the evidence that has 
been dmwn from work* of art. lint the garrison of the bur Hill fort 
was composed of Romanised pmvinutib, not of Rommis.

Uoe or two of the coins In tlna preceding list might conceivably have 
been lost by the soldinrs of Agiicoki; hut the ^renfc majority of tliimi 
certainly apeak to tt? of the second invasion. Taken as a whole, they 
jire just what we should lotJc for under fcbe circumstances. The 
evidence collected by Mr Huverfiald 1 shows that (with the exception of 
the Legionary denarii of Antony, for the survival nf which there were 
flp^cial reasons) the Soman silver and bronze coins found in Scotland 
ure t as a raH not earlier than Nuro and not Enter than Cummodns. 
Wo know sip ptoximatelyupon other jgjcbuad^ tin* date when tin- AiHotiirie 
fort was built (circa HG a. 0 .}. The coins found here and elsewhere on 
the line of the Vallum furnish n strung pre-sumption that the whole 
work wjtft abandons I i^fore the close of the second century* We may 
Lhus venture to ha the period of continuous occupation at some forty 
years. 

Apart from thin general inference (which is not in itself new), the 
Bur Hill coins provide interesting material for the historian. Thirteen 
of the denarii were taken out of the well Ten of these thirteen un¬ 
made of pure tin* and have i«cn run in moulds, not struck. The tin 
coins are ijuite unlike the work of ordinary forgets since they can never 
have been intended to pass current ns silver. Their light weight and 
the flbffcnEsa of the metal—they tan readily be bent with the fingers— 
would have led to instant detection. Furthermore, the fact that in one

on the southern bank ol the Danube* Viewed in this light, the 
eastrftHm on the Bar Hill doe* nut differ In general plan from others 
of its almuu Tlie control apace in tha Fraotomun, it is true, presents 
n peculiarity that is hard to understand. And there is another feature

The collection of architectural details frum Ear H ill is certainly the 
finest hitherto found In ScotlautL The forln previouHly oxouvnted havei 
provided abtindant evideuee of eKtensive InuldingH, skQIlllly jilimned 
and involving the use *if pilbira, piWtm, buttieas^ arches, u|^idnJ 
alcoves uf rooms, and suoh like; but F ultlimigb we i-imM infer from these 
tlje Hxifitenro uf various arebi^tund fftaturoB, we were imnMo tn aay 
what they were likt r owing to the fact tlmt most of Llin atones had l^en 
m moved: Wo are now in a much better position to fi>nn ■ eloar idea 
of the teal character - d tho architecture of Human Vittel fa in ftr-otkud. 

The remains, with the except ion of n capital from Kefuse-Haie No, T, 
were found in the Well, probably not fat from tbe place they originally 
mlomad* They ioduded shidts of pillars, capitals^ and h\$ea r all 
wonderfully well preserved The shafts {see fig. 14} are cinrukr and in 
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various lengths, the tallest fragment wfiuiig o feet \ imrlu-n, and 
tapering in this height from 13 to ilsdie* in diameter. Three other

one cannot be quite certain npou this poinL Most of these ftones are 
broken off rrmghly id their ond% nnd within one foot or to of the top 
the larger onea taper considerably—the result, j>cirhnp&, of accident or of 
wentheriiog. 

Tin 1 dckitfs of huso, -.hiift, anil column, a.- above described, are kiffidetit 
to establish a scale of architectural efforL in our Scottish forts. \l may 
Ins admitted that they are rude in treatment ] but they are evidence 
of leisure* security of position, and intention to remain in occupation of 
buildings hh adorned. The three architectural feature- illustrated are 
strictly classical The bases have a rough TCBemhliinrfl to the Attic hisse ; 
the columns are well wrought with a tajicr j the capitals are quite 
unlike Emium capitals, but rather remind us of eleventh or twelfth 
usnlury work. In this List resp^t there is ti very striking ntudogj in 
the use of the chevron. 

As to the position occupied by the pillars them can he little or m 
doubt- They wore connected with the verandah or cloister that mn round 
the entrance court of the Praeuiriuiik This conclusion is made certain 
by what is known regarding the arrangement of the corrt-ajuncling builii- 
ing elsuwliere. At Mireiia a row nf nix pillars separated the entrance 
court from the central apace, while in the court itself there we m found 
the base fdtunes of a mw of four timber pillars that had supported the 
verandah. At Housc&te&di, in 1898, there were discover*d In the 
Practorumi the foundations of a row of ds pfllm» hi a position exactly 
siniilsir to the wix m Bltren^ while pi liars for supporting H verandah 
Wnrp pnnvfld to have run round three, sides of the court. 

Most of the 6tones of which wo have been speaking, m well m most 
of the similar stones found in othw forts, exhibit holes which ate either 
mortise-holes for a- dowel of nwtid* ston^ or wood, nr lewis-holes made 
for lifting the stones with a crane, The former explanation status tha 
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raort probable. The atones fire not sufficiently heavy to demand the use 
of it crane, nor was their position bo high above ground oa to make one 
necessary. The holes often appear on the liases of the pi Kara, although 
these rested on the level of the floor, tin the other hand, it is curious 
that no traces of dowels have ever been reported. It is worth noting 
that most of the capitals mid bases have a portion of the shaft wrought 
in the jsinie atone; the length of the portions varies greatly, the 
maximum l*ing 12 or II inches. These upper and lower beds 
are all fairly pried, unlike llie cuds of the shafts. The practice 
of cutting the capital am! *s much ns a foot of the shaft out of a 
single atom* entailed a vu{% which can have ben a matter of no 
consideration. 

On mu mist i tip these and other relics of actual Bon am building* in 
Scotland with the decorative represeutolions of BntnWi architectural 
work which are found on altars, tablets, or moitomBnta, one cannot bnl 
lw struck with the widely divergent architectrul styles which they 
exhibit, even although they arc contemporary. As we have seen, the 
Itiir Hill details ute rude in execution uiul design, while lit the siim« 
time they show a knowledge of the classic futures of shaft, base, and 
capital. So strangely do they differ in sise and in method of reaching 
their purpose that, hod they not all been found together, it might have 
been supposed that they Imd belonged to iliffereut buildings. The 
Capitols in themselves liave im affinity with any of the Roman orders* 
although they an exactly of thesametypeas thosedaimloped in Western 
£ ltrt >pe some centuries later. Further, we have noted in the mortise- 
jiocketH mi indication that the pillars wore not connected with arches 
hat with lintels, and these probably of w£«id. Had they lioon of 
stone, they would have had the same ehnncu of being preserved as had 
the shafts. Had urches been used, some of the vomawirs would surely 
liave survived* One can Jmrdly suppose that these shafts and capitals 
had supported n regularly designed classic entablature and cornice of 
Htone, or even a wooden imitation of these. Probably then* was only a 
simple beam- 
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On the other hand, i t wh turn to the architectural rep resen Lntkms on 
yingle monuments* such as the tablet from the Antoni ne Vallum 1 iiins- 
tratad in fig, 5^ wo are surprised at the marked difference of style ami 
workmanship- We edits sne that the tablet must have been designed and 
executed by some one who wjih perfectly fhmihur with contemporary 
Roman arc hi lecture, its [luted and leaded pilaster^ with the Attic

name may be said of comicc and pediment. The reclining figure holding 
the laurel wreath is Hkiiwise Lhe work of a competent artist. Again,

ornament so characteristic of Roman work. The ingoing of the gate¬ 
way lms ll round, baluster-shaped column, reminiscamt of the style of 
a long subsequent period- This does nyl carry the urchivolt, which i* 
supported by n moulding, thm revcaJing the work, of an unskilled hand. 
The snrlxisc of the wall h ornamented on each aide of the gateway with 
three tiers of decoration, closely resembling eleventh or twelfth century 
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work- The general conclusion-—a conclusion applicable to (sculpture he 
well a-H U> architecture—would seem fco that, in North Britain ill 
Roman tinier then' were competent artiste busy, mmi acquainted with 
the style of Southern art, but tliat much of the execution was left In 
untrained Lamh L The remarkable tiling is that these untrained artists 
carried out the work dong lines which (cuts may say) perished with them, 
only to h* revived centuries later in Christian times. 
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
